Agnes Scott College announced 
Elizabeth Kiss its eighth president on May 
30 after conducting a ten month-long pres- 
idential search. Kiss! term officially started 
Aug. 1. She takes over as president of the 
college from predecessor Mary Bullock,

A magna cum laude graduate and first 
female Rhodes Scholar from Davidson 
College, Kiss went on to earn a bachelor 
and doctorate in philosophy from the 
University of Oxford. She has held fellow- 
ships from the University of Melbourne 
and Harvard University, and joins Agnes 
Scott from Duke University, where she was 
the director of the Kenan Institute for 
Ethics since 1997. 

Kiss is an advocate of liberal arts educa- 
tion, particular of women's education. 

“A recent study out of Indiana University 
confirmed what earlier studies have also 
found, that there's something unique about 
women's colleges in the ways they empow- 
er women and encourage them to pursue 
their aspirations boldly and fearlessly,’ said 
Kiss, 

Kiss is involved with Orientation activi- 
ties, first-year For Your Information (FY1) 
groups, and has recently met with student 
leaders at their leadership retreat. 

"We are so incredibly fortunate to have 
Elizabeth Kiss as out president - her enthu- 
siasm, energy and credentials are unbeliev- 
able,” said Nancy Thebaut '07, student rep- 
resentative on the presidential selection 
committee. "She is also such a friendly, 
down to earth person who will reach out 
to, and be approachable to all students on 
campus. Kiss's extensive educational back- 
ground will make her the ideal role model 
for all students to look up to.” 

Kiss will work with faculty, students, 
staff, trustees, alumnae and friends to draft

Welcoming the class of 2010

This fall, Agnes Scott College welcomes the 
class of 2010, an addition of 227 students, 
including seven international students 

The mid-50 percent of first-year SAT scores 
range between 1110-1300, while mid-50 per- 
cent of ACT scores land between 24-29. As a 
unit, the class represents a mean GPA of 3.65. 

Of the total 227 incoming first-years, 
approximately half reside in Georgia. The 
most number of out-of-state students come 
from Tennessee, North Carolina, Florida, 
Alabama, and Ohio respectively. Of the seven 
international students, four come from China, 
with three others from Ghana, Guyana and 
Korea 

The class of 2010 is racially diverse; first- 
years’ ethnic backgrounds include Caucasian, 
African American, Asian/Pacific Islander, 
Hispanic, bicultural, and international 

The new class rank extracurricular involve- 
ment high on their interest list, with 65.5 per- 
cent interest in community service. 

At approximately 40 percent each, music 
and sports come in second, followed by lan- 
guages (39.9 percent),

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New software 
delays student 
award letters

This summer, several Agnes Scott students 
received incorrect financial aid award letters 
because of issues with the new computer 
software used by the financial aid office. 

“The last two weeks of June were spent 
testing completed financial aid applicants in 
an effort to begin mailing their financial aid 
awards,” said Stephanie Balmer, dean of 
admission and associate vice president for 
enrollment management. “When the first 
awards were mailed in early July, it was real- 
ized that some of the awards were inaccu- 
rate in the way that their financial aid eligi- 
bility was calculated, and in turn, the 
amount of financial aid that was awarded.” 

Many students affected were relieved 
when they received their second letter, find- 
ing the revised award letter to be more 
accommodating. 

“| was happy that | received anything, but 
then | was quickly disappointed after read: 
ing how much | received [in the first award 
letter],” said Erin Nix '08. “I contacted finan- 
cial aid by e-mail and | was eventually 
awarded $2,000 more than | had initially 
received.” 

Some students found the revised letter to 
be slightly confusing. 

“There was a huge disparity between my 
first and second letter,” said Kaleah Overton 
'07.

"| received three letters, each one 
was different,” said Nicole Brown '07. 
For the past three years, my financial 
aid awards had been pretty consistent, 
but this year the amount I had to pay 
out of pocket was significantly higher. 
My first letter was much higher than’ 
usual, but my first revised letter had 
been adjusted in my favor. Then | was 
sent a bill that had me paying more 
than the first award letter did.” 

Despite confusion among students, 
Balmer remains confident in the finan- 
cial aid auto packager program devel- 
oped by the financial aid office. 

“The primary reason the college 
developed an automated process for 
determining students' financial aid eli- 
gibility is two-fold; firstly, to improve 
the timing of the awarding of financial 
aid once a student has completed and 
submitted the required forms and tax 
returns,” Balmer said. “Secondly, [the 
program] allows our financial aid staff 
to spend more time counseling stu- 
dents and their families on issues 
telated to their financial aid applica- 
tion and award. Our staff in financial 
aid and information technology serv- 
ices exhibited great leadership in 
developing the infrastructure for the 
financial aid auto packager.” 

Some students who were frustrated 
by their first award letter found the 
financial aid staff to be helpful 

“Even though | had to call to alert 
them of the problem, DiAne Clark

[director of financial aid] was helpful 
with my situation and very patient 
with me,” Overton '07 said. 

Other students were unimpressed 
with the response from the financial 
aid office staff 

“They were not helpful with my 
appeals process at all. 1 had to drop by 
the office several times after waiting 
on hold on the phone for long 
stretches of time,” said Brown '07. 

Many students chose to comment 
on their experience on the "For 
Student's Only” section on public 
folders. Students posted everything 
from helpful hints regarding the 
appeals process to rants about the 
“illogical” changes to their financial 
packages, 

“My initial reaction was a mixture of 
shock and rage,” said Jean Panek '09. 
“When you receive your financial aid 
packet you don't expect to have it 
reduced. Then | realized it was only 
reduced by, like $20... | think they 
should have just eaten their losses, 
especially in cases like mine.” 

Clark would not comment on the 
situation. 

The financial aid office could not 
confirm the range in which monetary 
aid was reduced or augmented for stu- 
dents, or how many students had to 
be sent revised award letters. Several 
students interviewed were waiting for 
their awards to be finalized as of 
Monday. 

“| was set to appeal my first letter, 
and then I received my revised letter. | 
appealed that and am still waiting for 
it to be finalized," said Overton '07

The introduc- 
tion of Chinese language courses, as well 
as an added upper-level Japanese course, 
illustrate the College's commitment to 
international education. 

"As an institution, Agnes Scott College 
is committed to building upon our mis- 
sion of developing our women as citizens 
of the world,” said Kijua Sanders- 
McMurtry, director of multicultural 
affairs. “It is exciting to know that our 
academic programs are evolving and find- 
ing unique ways to be more inclusive of 
global perspectives." 

Mary Bullock'66, former president of 
the college; Rosemary Zumwalt, dean of 
the college; and Julia Knowlton, faculty, 
and chair of the department of modern 
foreign languages and literatures, were 
involved in the decision. 

Bullock's legacy to Agnes Scott includes 
an interest in scholarship relating to 
China. In 1997, Bullock accompanied a 
group of Agnes Scott faculty to China to 
introduce them to Chinese culture, in 
hopes that they would be able to tie in 
their experiences with their teaching. 

“National trends reflect an interest in 
Asian studies, and Agnes Scott naturally 
intends to keep the pace of current aca- 
demic interests,” Knowlton said.

Having to deal with selecting classes, surviving orientation,

However, all this 
must be put on hold for the initial 
thing a first-year student faces at 
Agnes Scott College: move-in day. 

The most important thing to 
remémber before buying anything 
new is to make sure that it is allowed 
in the dorm rooms.

The only exception 
to this rule would be people living in 
Atlanta, where most of the time, the 
drive to pick up essential items left at 
home is not as drastic (See top ten 
items for your dorm). 

A helpful way to make sure you 
don't forget any necessary items is to 
create a working checklist of what 
you have already purchased and 
packed and don't forget to include 
some fun “wish list” items: twinkle 
lights, posters and other decorations. 
The best way to feel comfortable in 
your room is to make it more like 
your own. Remember that buying is 
second to bringing what is already in 
your bedroom at home. Small 
mementos from high school or things 
you were involved in are great to 


hang on walls as well as a great conversation starter. Also, be 
aware of the items you will collect over the year during col- 
lege. Many people collect posters, pictures, or handouts that 
interested them to hang on their wall, which after the first

To 
ensure that everything fits in the dorm room, work with your 
roommate to rearrange the room in a way that is comfortable 
and agreeable to both of you. Here are also a few time-tested 
options to make the first year of living in a dorm room more 
accommodating. 

The first option is the traditional 
bunk bed (see picture and room 
layout). This is good for room- 
mates who want more floor space 
and don't mind sleeping above or 
below someone else.

More than a quarter of last year's gradu- 
ation class wore engagement rings at Commencement, 
and three already had wedding rings’

If you have graduated from Agnes 
Scott College, you have a better 
chance of getting married than if you 
went to Bryn Mawr or Vassar - better 
in fact, than of you attended any other 
women's colleges in the world. 

The high rating of Agnes Scott stock 
in'the matrimonial market was discov- 
ered during a recent survey of the 
alumnae register, and caused specula- 
tion as to the reason, by every one on 
the campus, including Ella, the maid, 
who has been taking telephone mes- 


_ sages and carrying up flowers and 


candy for the girls for thirty years. 
From whatever cause, the fact 
remains that Agnes Scott girls appear 
to marry quicker and in greater num- 
bers than those from other colleges. 
The alumnae register for 1927 shows 
that more than six out of every ten of 
the graduates are already married, 
Since the oldest woman on the alum- 
nae list is still in her forties, this makes 
the whole roster lean distinctively on 
the youthful side. It should also be 
remarked that fully half of the total 
number of graduates have received 
their degrees within the last six years, 
and are, therefore, under 30 years of 
age. Of this recent group 22 percent 
have found their way to the altar. 


Only Four Divorces 

To be exact, then, the Decatur col- 
lege boasts to be 61 percent in favor of 
matrimony, which is believed to be the 
highest of any women's college in the 


Phi Beta Kappa group. 

Vassar has its department of “euthen- 
tics," or science of the home, but it 
can't touch Agnes Scott when it comes 
to having graduates actually at the 
head of the homes. However, the 
trustees are so impressed with the serv- 
ice that this type of department can 
render in preparing girls for married. 
life, according to President J. R. 
McCain, that it is possible Agnes Scott 
will see such a course established in 
the near future. 

This, Dr McCain explained with a 
smile, will not include instruction on 
how to select husbands - Agnes Scott 
girls seem to know about: that pretty 


: well already. For out of the 5,238 


alumnae of the college, of whom 3,195 
have been married, the records reveal 
only four divorces. And since the ratio 
of divorces over the country at large is 
something like one divorce for every 
ten marriages, the ability of Agnes 
Scotters to pick their own mates 
becomes impressive. 

President McCain voiced the atti- 
tude of the administration of the col- 
lege towards the tendency of the alum- 
nae to marty. 

"Agnes Scott rejoices in its daughters 
who have married,” he said. “They 
have established homes in practically 
every state in the Union and in no less 
than seventeen foreign countries, and 
everywhere they have made us proud 
of them. Daughters of our older girls 
are already enrolling as students, and 
they bespeak in the fine results of their 
mothers! influence and training - these 
‘grandaughters' of Agnes Scott.”

t are your plans for Agnes Scott's future, 
what do you hope to accomplish at the 


Kiss: I'd sum it up this way: | want us to take 
this gem of a school, polish it even brighter, 
and increase the number of people across the 
country and around the world who know 
about and admire what happens here. My job 
will be to build on the excellent work done 
under President Bullock's leadership, and to 
draw on the ideas of faculty, students, staff, 
trustees, alumnae and friends, to help us craft 
the next Agnes Scott Strategic Plan- a plan 
that builds on our strengths and projects an 
inspiring and distinctive identity in the world 
of higher education that will attract students, 
faculty, and resources to the college. | also 
think it's crucial for us to continue to work on 
making Agnes Scott an amazing place to learn, 
teach, and work, so we can not only attract 
but keep wonderful students, faculty and staff. 


I've already heard some great ideas for how we 
might frame this Strategic Plan. For instance, 
we might focus it around a core vision of an 
Agnes Scott education empowering women to 
speak to a wider world, which would build on 
our strengths across campus and spur us to 
provide every student with enhanced opportu- 
nities to develop excellence in writing and 
speaking and to study and learn in Atlanta and 
around the world. But I'm eager to gather 
other ideas in the coming months as | get to 
know folks across campus and in the larger 
Agnes Scott family. 


How do you plan on building relationships 
with the Agnes Scott community? 


Kiss: This is one of the aspects of my new 
position I'm most looking forward to. We're 
working on scheduling a range of events with 
members of the community, from campus- 
wide coffees, to ice cream socials in the dorms, 
to wine & cheese with faculty, to cookouts 
with staff, to church and synagogue visits with 
Board members and events for alumnae across 
the country. My goal is to meet in small 
groups with as many people as possible so that 
folks get a chance to get to know me and vice 
versa, and so we can have a real conversation 
about what makes Agnes Scott special and to 
share hopes, concerns, and ideas for the future. 
I'm also going to hold regular office hours, 
participate in an FY! group, be involved with 
orientation activities, and, | hope, meet period- 
ically with student leaders. And I'm planning 
an Agnes Scott hike up Stone Mountain this 
fall and hope a lot of students will want to join 
me! Finally, while | have a lot of homework to 
do as a new president, and a lot of official 
events, | hope to take the time occasionally 
just to stroll around campus and chat with 
people because there's such value in the 
serendipity of casual conversation as a way of 
getting to know people and becoming part of 
a community. 


How important do you think of, not only a 
liberal arts education, but also an all 
women's education is in today's society? 


Kiss: | am a passionate advocate of a liberal 
arts education, which prepares people for lives 
of reflection, curiosity, and engagement with 
the wider world - the skills most needed in 
our complex and fast-changing 
global society. And if, as | 
believe, the education of 
women is key to solving our 
toughest global problems, 
then an all women's educa- 
tion has an incredibly 
important role to play. A 
recent study out of 
Indiana University con- 
firmed what earlier studies 
have also found, that there's 
something unique about 
women's colleges in the ways 


they empower women and encourage them to 
pursue their aspirations boldly and fearlessly. 
What made me fall in love with Agnes Scott 
was the smart and feisty Agnes Scott women | 
met - and women's colleges are powerful incu- 
bators of these important qualities. 


What traditions do you believe need to be 
preserved at Agnes Scott and what do you 
think needs to be worked upon or created to 
ensure Agnes Scott will continue to be an 
institution that many young women will want 
to attend? 


Kiss: What a great question! I'm looking for- 
ward to participating in the college's tradi- 
tions, including the Honor Code signing, 
Black Cat, the sophomore ring ceremony, and 
others. It's one of the things that makes liberal 
arts colleges special, that we have shared tradi- 
tions that everyone can be a part of, some- 
thing it's much more difficult to achieve on a 
large university campus. But, as your question 
indicates, there is a need to balance continuity 
and change, to continually work to enhance 
campus culture and community, and to devel- 
Op new initiatives that can 
become traditions over time. 
At Duke, | worked with oth- 
ers to launch two new tradi-

The space is beginning to be 
viewed as a necessity, as room 
availability in Buttrick Hall has 
become limited. 

“The Department of Education 
has been growing... we've sim- 
ply run out of space in Buttrick,”

they'd like to move in, we'll be 
planning for that.” 

Recently, the dean of the col- 
lege’s office hosted what was 
coined a “Wacky Reception" in 
Campbell.

Facebook upsets students 
with News Feed feature

users called a "total lack of privacy." 

After several Facebook groups were formed, 
including, "WTFacebook," "Facebook Should Go 
Back To The Way It Was" and "Facebook Is 
Stealing Your Soul As We Speak," creator Mark 
Zuckerberg posted an apology, stating: "We real- 
ly messed this one up.” 

Although all of the information was available 
on the site previously, the user would have to 
search a friend's profile to read specific updates. 
The News Feed made this information more 
readily available. In his message to Facebook 
users, Zuckerberg outlined new privacy options 
which would allow users to block certain profile 
updates from appearing on the News Feed.

A search committee that was made up of students, 
faculty and staff interviewed several promising candi- 
dates. Ultimately, the committee chose Colussy-Estes 
for her enthusiasm and charismatic personality.

One of the most stressful things about going on job 

interviews is deciding what to wear. This is one case 
“when wearing the right or wrong clothing can make or 
break you. In order to get a better feel for what is the 
appropriate dress, | talked to Catherine Neiner, director 
of the office of career planning, for some useful tips. 

“It is always better to dress too conservative or too for- 
mal rather than too casual or too flamboyant,” Neiner 
said. “The first interview is always the most important.” 

She recommended the three piece mule: a skirt or dress 
pant, blouse and jacket. The blouse can be a colorful 
blouse that helps to illuminate your face. A bold color can 
also help stand out against a dark suit. The other secret to 
picking a blouse is to pick one that fits your body. Gaps 
between buttons are not only unattractive, they are also 
unprofessional. 

As far as choosing a suit, Neiner urges students to invest 
in at least one suit. A solid colored suit is a must, prefer- 
ably in blue, black or neutral color. One thing to remem- 
ber when selecting a suit is that this will be something 
one will be sitting mm. Make sure to test the fit by sitting 
down when trying on potential selections. Also keep in 
mind that a skirt should be at least knee length so it will 
not creep up the leg too far during the interview. Nothing 
is less attractive than tugging at one's skirt for 45 minutes. 

Even though wearing hosiery is no longer necessary, 
Neiner agrees that legs should look well groomed if one 
decides to opt for wearing a skirt over pants. Itisalso 
extremely important to have everything pressed and neat. 
Wrinkles could easily crinkle your dream job. 

Shoes and purses should always match each other and 
the suit, if possible. Those simple accessories can uninten- 
tionally ruin an interview. "Shoes should be closed toed 
and heels look more professional than flats [do]," Neiner 
said. “Purses should be small, only big enough to hold a 
lipstick and a driver's license.” She also suggests bringing a 
portfolio with a pad of paper, pen and resume. 

“You want the way you look in an interview to project 
the way you will do the job. It is all about nonverbal com- 
munication,” Neiner said. "Make sure to look at yourself 
from the back, because you will also be walking out the 
door.”

There will probably be 
some chance to explain one’s motives on 
the application, so get this proofread by 
several peers and perhaps even take it to 
the writing center and career planning 
office for good measure. 

Besides the potential for money, credit 
hours and overall learning experience, some 
internships have the potential to develop 
into a full-time job post-graduation, which 
is infinitely good news for people who 
enjoy the work they decide to try and want 
to commit themselves to it for even longer.

Faculty Profile: Qinglin Li, Ph.D.

Qinglin Li is helping break new 
ground this fall in Agnes Scott's mod- 
.ern foreign language department as its 
first professor of Chinese language. 
He has been in America for less than a 
month and hails from Shaanxi Normal 
University in Xian, Shaanxi Province, 
China. He holds a joint teaching posi- 
tion with Agnes Scott and Emory 
University. He is currently teaching ~ 
Beginning Chinese | at Agnes Scott 
and will teach Beginning Chinese II in 
the spring. He teaches Advanced 
Chinese Studies at Emory. 

"In the first year Chinese classes, I'll 
begin with introductory topics such as 
greetings, families, dates, times, likes, 
dislikes, etc. and move on to daily 
tasks such as shopping, éating and vis- 
iting,” Li said. "I hope to have a well- 
balanced curriculum that stresses all 
four skills—listening, reading, speak- 
ing and writing.” 

Li has eight years of teaching experi- 
ence in the instruction of the Chinese 
language, used throughout the majori- 
ty of the Chinese mainland. Prior to 
2000, he taught in Shaanxi's depart- 
ment of Chinese where he instructed a 
diverse pool of people including 
Korean, Japanese, American and 
Italian students. Since 2000, he has 
taught in the university's school of 
journalism. He also instructed Emory 
students studying abroad in Xi'an for 
the past six summers.

After speaking with 
him, Diedrick immediately offered 
him a teaching position with the col- 
lege. 

Li's Chinese 101 course has about ten 
students and will be assisted by the 


course's tutor, Jinmeng

“A difficulty for stu- 
dents might be the lack 
of opportunities to 
practice Chinese,” Li 
said. “I hope to learn 
about the Chinese com- 
munities in Atlanta and 
try to find opportunities 
to engage students in 
these communities, | 
hope to take them to 
Chinese restaurants and 
Chinatown so they can 
speak Chinese outside 
of class. I will establish 
connections between 
Emory students and stu- 
dents at Agnes Scott 
and organize cultural 
activities. | will also 
encourage students to 
study abroad in China.”

Last spring I decided to 
apply for a spot in the 
School for International 
Training's (SIT) summer 
program "The Islamic 
Diaspora in Europe" to 
study the political, social, 
religious, and economic 
aspects of Muslim life in 
Europe in France, 
Germany, and the 
Netherlands. | planned to 
focus specifically on the intersections between edu- 
cation, labor, and religion, and the recent tensions 
that governments and the media considered present 
due to differences in class, religion, and race. 

In Paris, after a class meeting on North African 
immigration with the mayor's aide at City Hall, | 
began to see the immediacy of the situation. As | 
emerged from the building around 12 p.m. I saw 
white pieces of paper strung on twin from lamppost 
to lamppost across the square. They were petitions 
for the sans papier, children without legal immigra- 
tion papers who were due to be deported on June 


Set this year Interior Minister Nicolas Sarkozy 
came under fire due to his plans to include children 
in the national governments deportation quota of 
25,000 illegal immigrants this year. Sarkozy prom- 
ised that he would legalize 6,000 families; more than 
30,000 have applied. 

Sarkozy's inclusion of children caused great con- 
sternation-teachers vowed to shelter students, keep- 
ing them in the country at all cost. Supporters of the 
law believed that this would stand as a deterrent to 
illegal immigration while critics wondered of the 
social and cultural implications of sending minors 
back to countries many had never been to without 
family or assistance. As of July 31st, 12,716 immi- 
grants were deported-including four high school 
students and two primary school students. 

During my stay | discovered the affects of another 
controversial measure that affects French students 
:the banniag of “religious” objects in public schools, 
among this is the hijab, or head covering worm by 
female Muslims. Home schooling is not a viable 
legal option, although there is an increase of female 
students studying at home since the banning of the 
hijab from public schools in 2003. The Law of 
Separation or La Loi de Laicite was enacted in 1903 
, turning education once controlled completely by 
the Catholic church into a secular affair, although 
private schools-secular, Jewish, and Catholic exist. 
But Muslim students, several of whom come from 
poorer North and Subsaharan immigrant families 
deemed the schools too expensive or not available 
in the area.

There comes a time during the 
course of four years at Agnes 
Scott when one has to take a 
class entitled “Women and litera- 
ture,” “History of Women in 
such and such a place," or other 
such definitive titles concerning 
women and our tradition. 

Invariably, trademark texts will 
be read and studied, such as Jane 
Austen's biting commentaries on 
social class and a woman's place 
in Pride and Prejudice and 
Virginia Woolf's A Room of 
One's Own, the foundation of 
contemporary feminist thought. 

We applaud ourselves in our 
discussions on how far women 
have progressed since they were 
restricted to hearth and home, 
the domain of domesticity and 
children. We call ourselves the 
modern woman, a highly intel- 
lectual creature, able to think 
critically, and change the world 
for the better. 

If Virginia Woolf had been 
walking through the ground 
floor of our very own Buttrick 
Building (specifically, right out- 
side of room G-25), | believe she 
would have stopped short in 
front of the Economics bulletin 
board. 

The big headlines from news- 
paper cuttings read: “Up the 
Down Staircase: Why do so Few 
Women Reach the Top of Big 
Lawfirms (New York Times, 
Sunday Business, March 19, 


2006)," “Congratulations to The 
Wall Street Journal 2005 Student 
Achievement Award Winners 
[Best in Class] (The Wall Street 
Journal Sept. 21, 2005)” [with 
our very own Agnes Scott alum- 
na Katherine L. Miller '05 list- 
ed!] and “Working It Out (The 
New York Times, Op-Ed, March 
15, 2006).” 

Material enough to discuss 
gender distinctions in our every- 
day life without having to look 
at one's library (to take a note 
from Virginia Woolf). 

If Woolf were as curious as we 
are today in the modern world 
about statistics, she would have 
been attracted to “Working It 
Out," written by Claudia Goldin, 
professor of economics at 
Harvard and author of 
“Understanding the Gender 
Gap.” Amusing percentages 
abound in the center graphic, 
such as; 95 percent of women 
who graduated from an Ivy 
League school will never learn to 
play a harp, single women over 
27 are likely to remain single for 
2.7 years for every year they 
work, and perhaps the strangest, 
that male models who marry 
physics professors have a 22 per- 
cent divorce rate while male 
models who marry female mod- 
els have a 44 percent divorce 
rate. 

But “anecdotes aside,” Goldin 
writes about a worrisome trend.

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_ Upholding the rules at all cost

Recently there 
has been talk - 
and even a 
Facebook group 
created called 
"Double 
Standards - aka 
Agnes Scott 
Honor Code" - 
about the 
hypocrisy of student government and the 
Residence Life Staff. Agnes Scott's alcohol 
policy has also inspired a great deal of con- 
troversy lately. I would like to address this 
policy and defend the students “endowed 
with the ‘honor' of enforcing such a code 
and judging over honor breaking prece- 
dents.” 

As the third floor Resident Assistant of 
Main, I had to be at mandatory hall meet- 
ings and make-up hall meetings to inform 
my residents about the school and state 
policies that pertained to them. Some of 
the most confusing on-campus policies are 
alcohol regulations. The following is a 


quick review. 

For the under-21 crowd, possession of 
alcohol is not allowed, aside from when 
parents give minors alcohol to drink in 
their homes (private area), or if they hap- 
pen to be overseas. That eliminates Agnes 
Scott College as an area for minors to pos- 
sess alcohol. Also, the student handbook 
on page 111 indicates that it is illegal in the 
entire state to purchase or possess alcoholic 
beverages or be intoxicated in any public 
place besides one's place of residence. This 
eliminates any type of drinking for minors. 

The over-21 crowd is allowed to drink, 
provided they follow proper procedure. 
Students of legal drinking age have restric- 
tions on transportation and storage of alco- 
holic beverages. These should be kept in a 
bag or similar covering, unless transporting 
them between residence hall rooms or from 
the kitchen to the residence hall rooms, 
where they must be in an opaque glass, If 
you are in the presence of any minors when 
you are drinking, you must vacate the area, 
or the minor must leave. 

What many people don't know is that 
most non-minor alcohol-policy offences are 
committed without their knowledge. A lit- 
tle-known fact is that a J-Board case can be 


given to non-minors if they are in the pres- 
ence of minors who are drinking or if the 
minors are in the presence of alcohol, even 
if the non-minors are not drinking. 

Students in the “Double Standards - aka 
Agnes Scott Honor Code" facebook group 
claim that those who enforce campus poli- 
cies do not get in trouble themselves for 
breaking the rules (if they do break them). 

| would like to make clear that anyone on 
Judicial Board, Honor Court, or Residence 
Life staff, will be dismissed or fired from 
their positions if they choose to “let one 
slide.” 

If anyone is a hypocrite on this campus 
it is not the ResLife, Judicial Board, or 
Honor Court member that turns someone 
in, it is the people who sign the pledge and 
then break the Honor Code. 

The Honor Code that is signed by every 
student at the beginning of her academic 
career at ASC includes the right and 
responsibility of any student, not just J- 
Board, Honor Court, and ResLife Staff, to 
turn someone in who breaks that pledge. 
Anyone who decides that they need to 
knock on another student's door intoxicat- 
ed and underaged, leave their room door 
open while breaking a rule, or smoke pot in 


the dorm, is putting the person who opens 
their door, walks into the room, or smells 
an odor accountable. Although this might 
put close friends of a student in a tough 
position, those who witness violations need 
to uphold the honor code not just for the 
school's integrity but for their own. 

For student leaders bound by confiden- 
tiality, dealing with the aftermath of such 
an incident can be especially difficult. 
While students who do not like college 
policies or feel unhappy with a particular 
outcome are free to promulgate their opin- 
ions in any way they choose, members of 
Honor Court, J-Board, or ResLife staff are 
prevented from defending themselves and 
keeping rumors in check by the confiden- 
tiality agreements they enter into to protect 
other students! privacy. 

Agnes Scott students need to remember 
that their friends in leadership positions 
have made a commitment to uphold the 
Honor Code no matter what. A person 
cannot expect that an Honor Court mem- 
ber won't turn them in just because that 
person is their friend. A true friend would- 
n't put their friends in that situation - espe- 
cially when failing to uphold the code 
could cost their friend her job.

Louvre comes to Atlanta

The Oct. 14 opening of the Kings as 
Collectors exhibition at the High 
Museum of Art marks the beginning 
of Louvre Atlanta, an unprecedented 
relationship between the Musée du 
Louvre in Paris, France and the 
Atlanta fine art museum 

The partnership will include three 
year-long thematic exhibitions: The 
Royal Collections, The Louvre of the 


Ancient World and The Louvre of Today 
and Tomorrow. 

The Kings as Collectors exhibit, the 
central exhibit of the first-year of the 
partnership, will include more than 
30 paintings and sculptures acquired 
by King Louis XIV and King Louis 
XVI. Featured among the works lent 
by the Louvre are Raphael's “Portrait 
of Baldassare Castiglione” and 
Nicolas Poussin's "Et in Arcadia Ego.’ 

“This is an unprecedented opportu- 
nity to share many remarkable mas-

terpieces from the Louvre with audi- 
ences from throughout the 
Southeast,” said Michael E. Shapiro, 
Nancy and Holcombe T. Green jun- 
ior director of the High Museum of 
Art. “The Louvre Atlanta collaboration 
continues the High's longstanding 
strategy of partnering with interna- 
tional institutions to bring the 
world's great art to Atlanta. The proj- 
ect allows both the High and the

The Dalton Gallery showcases the South

From Oct. 12 through Nov. 20, 
Agnes Scott College's Dalton 
Gallery will showcase Blackbird on 
your shoulder: Stories and other truths 
from the South, a presentation of 
autobiographical and narrative 
works that aims to foster discus- 
sion about identity and Southern 
history. 

The exhibition, developed over 
the course of three years, was 


sparked by an idea from Gallery 
Director, Lisa Alembik. 

“| drove home one day listen- 
ing to The Spoken Word’ on 
NPR [National Public Radio],” 
Alembik said. "Dennis 
Covington was reading a touch- 
ing story about a road trip with 
his son from his novel Redneck 


’ Riviera. As he was speaking, | 


could imagine the whole scene 
in my head. | realized that spo- 


ken narrative could be very visu- 


al as well.” 


The exhibition includes art in 
different media, such as voice 
recordings, photography, quilts 
and wall graffitt, According to 
Alembik, the wide range of 
media could be interpreted as an 
artistic statement — no hierar- 
chy is meant to be formed 
between visual artists, writers 
and musicians. 

Alembik considered several 
titles for the exhibition before 
settling on the image of the 


blackbird. 


“There is a great significance to 
the title of the exhibition,” 
Alembik said. “I meant to portray 
the idea of a flock of migrating 
birds; there is an incredible poet- 
ry in their flight and release. 
Blackbirds are also often associ- 
ated with crows and ravens, sym- 
bols of class. These scavenger 
birds might portray the idea of 
death and rebirth, the same way 
that we must determine how 
things were and need to change.” 

The exhibition includes Lisa 


Tuttle's "Fence," a public work 
created in remembrance of the 
1906 Atlanta Race Riot. The 
work spans one hundred feet on 
Agnes Scott's campus at the 
intersection of East College 
Avenue and South McDonough 
Street, Alternating between 
black-and-white photography 
and the Georgia landscape, the 
work is meant to be a statement 
on race

Rushdie delivered the college's 2004 Richard 
Ellman Lectures in Modern Literature, a biennial 
lecture that has become one of the most distin- 
guished literary series in North America. 

Acclaimed and controversial, his novels examine 
the interface between religion and politics. 
Rushdie wrote Midnight Children in 1980, winning 
England's prestigious Booker Prize. His fourth 
novel, The Satanic Verses, stirred up religious contro- 
versy, making Rushdie a target for fatwa and ter- 
rorist threats. 

Rushdie’s archives, including manuscripts, jour- 
nals and letters, will become part of Emory’s 
Woodruff Library collection.

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HPV virus found to cause 
cervical cancer in women 


Certain types of viruses can cause some types of 
‘cancer. HPV, or Human Papilloma Virus, has been 
found to be the leading cause of cervical cancer in 


women, ~ 


HPV is the name of a group of more than 70 
different types of viruses that infect the skin. 
About 30 of these types are sexually transmitted 
and cause genital HPV. Certain types of HPV 
cause warts on the hands or feet, and other more 
serious types can cause warts on genitals and are 
linked to abnormal cell changes on the cervix of 
women. However, some people never develop 
warts that they can see and many never get warts, 
so most people with HPV are unaware of having 
the virus. 

Each year, approximately 12,000 women are 
diagnosed with cervical cancer in the United 
States. In most cases, cervical cancer can be pre- 
vented through early detection and treatment of 
abnormal cell changes that occur in the cervix, 
years before cervical cancer develops. 


Decatur proposes to go wireless

In May 2006, the city of 
Decatur submitted a proposal 
requesting grants from Wireless 
Communities Georgia to funda 
city-wide wireless broadband net- 
work. If approved, this network 
would provide inexpensive sub- 
scription wireless service, as well 
as several designated hotspots 
throughout the city which would 
be available free of charge. 

The Police Department sparked 
interest in such a network when it 
requested that it be investigated 
about a year ago. Soon afterward, 
important city officials as well as 
members of the educational, busi- 
ness and non-profit communities 
began meeting to discuss the 
potential benefits of a communi- 
tywide wireless network. 


“We support the city's effort to 
provide wireless broadband serv- 
ices throughout the community,” 
said LaNeta Counts, director of 
Information Technology Services 
(ITS) at Agnes Scott College. 
"The city's plan would provide 
wireless access options to stu- 
dents interested in the ability to 
use their personal computers 
without being connected to a 
wire, a variety of visitors to our 
campus, and Agnes Scott College 
faculty and staff living within the 
city and around the college.” 

As of Sept. 22, approval for 
state funding is pending. In the 
meantime, wireless internet con- 
nections are available in a variety 
of locations at Agnes Scatt. Since 
2001, Alston Campus Center and 
McCain Library have been con- 
figured for wireless network 
access. The Bradley Observatory 


and Bullock Science Center are 
also part of the wireless network, 
but are restricted to Agnes Scott 
equipment. ITS anticipates an 
expansion of the college's existing 
wireless network, but is currently 
unable to give a specific time 
frame. 

“| anticipate expansion to aca- 
demic buildings, outdoor space 
and residence halls in the future. 
Before we move forward with any 
expansion, we need to complete a 
wireless site survey which will 
allow vendors to provide us with 
recommendations and pricing for 
any expansion; we also would 
need to consider upgrades to our 
existing wireless infrastructure,” 
Counts said. “Once we have a 
completed site survey, we can 
prepare a project proposal, and 
pursue approval and funding.”

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ASC spotlights 
disabilities week

Starting Oct. 9, the office 
of academic advising, specifi- 
cally the disability services 
sector, will sponsor a week- 
long education campaign 
geared towards creating 
awareness of communities 
with disabilities. The events 
include joint efforts from the 
Wellness Center, the office of 
the dean of the College and 
the office of the dean of stu- 
dents, coinciding with 
National Disabilities Week. 

Empathy exercises will be 
carried out, designed to pro- 
vide opportunities for stu- 
dents to experience navigat- 
ing campus as a disabled stu- 
dent, whether traversing the 
campus in a wheelchair or 
with vision impairment. 
There will also be an infor- 
mation panel discussion 
explaining the role of disabil- 
ity services on campus. 

“Our mission is to provide 
services to students to ensure 
accessibility both in the 
classroom and to campus 
buildings,” said Machamma 
Quinichett, assistant director 
of academic advising and stu- 
dent disability services coor- 
dinator. “We also provide 
support to faculty members 
who ask for accommodations 
to be made in the classroom.” 


Because of feedback the 
office received from students 
and faculty, the office now 
utilizes new technologies to 
aid students with visual and 
learning disabilities while 
also working with other 
offices to help streamline dis- 
ability services.

Seven 2005/2006 Hubert 
Scholars were awarded the 
opportunity to travel abroad and 
work on proposed projects over 
the summer. The Hubert 
Scholarship program combines 
experimental learning and explo- 
ration of vocation with service to 
humanity, giving each scholar a 
$3 000 stipend to pursue their 
area of academic interest. 

Awardees were Dinah

'07, Debi Ogulu '07, Michelle 
Turney ‘07 and Nanmeng Yu ‘08. 

Dafeamekpor, a certified nurs- 
ing assistant, traveled to Accra, 
Ghana and interned with the 
Reach the Children Foundation 
where she worked with blind 
patients who qualified for free 
surgery through the organiza- 
tion. 

"| always knew | wanted to go 
to medical school, but this expe- 
rience put it all in perspective for 
me,” Dafeamekpor said. “What | 
really want to do with my life is 
to help the underprivileged, 


wherever they are.” 

Douglas traveled to Kariakal, 
India to participate in tsunami 
relief through Volunteers for 
Peace.

“I may 
not be the richest girl in the 
world, yet | am able to signifi- 
cantly affect the lives of those 
around me, especially those less 
fortunate than myself by just giv- 
ing a little bit of my time.” 

Turney interned with Child 
Family Health International in 
La Pez, Bolivia to better under- 
stand health care policies in 
developing countries. Turney 


spent her time assisting doctors 
with patient check-ups and 
reséarching her interest in child 
and maternal health. 

“| have experienced perhaps the 
deepest frustration about the 
reality of the world, and the 
most humbling confirmation of 
the importance of the vision of 
public service that the Hubert 
embodies,” Turney said. 

Yu, the only junior last year to 
receive the Hubert award, trav- 
eled to Eldoret, Kenya to 
intern with the Academic 
Model for Prevention and 
Treatment of HIV/AIDS 
(AMPATH). She worked 
in community mobiliza- 
tion, trying to promote 
HIV awareness in both 
urban and rural areas. 

“It is only with combined 
devotion that the stigma of 
HIV may be overcome, and 
that the people will no longer 
fear to be tested for it,” she said.

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What is Black Cat?

Today, Black Cat is one of the most anticipated traditions 
that students celebrate here at Agnes Scott College. It 
entails a week full of activities in which all the classes 
enthusiastically compete against one another for the covet- 
ed prize: a stuffed black cat doll. 

Nowadays, when the phrase 'Black Cat' is mentioned, 
students automatically imagine the Quad trashed with 
paper streamers and other colorful objects they affection- 
ately call "decoration," disruptively loud singing and chant- 
ing, and half-naked, drunken seniors who carry their pre- 
ferred "juices" in nalgene bottles throughout the week. It is 
a week where students are expected to wear the same color 
clothes for more than two consecutive days and when pro- 
fessors are expected to be most lenient (even though they 
rarely are). 

As hard as it might be to believe, this is not always the 
way things were back when Agnes Scott College was still 
young. The activities and events were a bit different and so 
were the rules as compared to today. But, Agnes girls were 
always Agnes girls, so the fierce competition and playful 
pranks were always, and will always be,in existence. 

In the beginning, Agnes Scott had its own form of "fresh- 
man hazing,” and although this form of hazing that stu- 
dents imposed on the incoming class of the early 1900s 
cannot compare to the dangers of some forms of “initia- 
tion’ rituals today, it still apparently turned rough. There 
were instances of clothes being torn, doors being broken, 


ink being spilt all over a student's 
bathrobe and even a broken arm 
of a first-year. At the suggestion of 
Dr. Mary Frances Sweet, the col- 
lege physician and professor of 
hygiene, the school began its first 
"contest of wits’ between the 
freshman and sophomore classes 
in 1915. 

The system of the competition 
that continued all the way until 1950 involved both the 
freshman and sophomore classes staging elaborate plays or 
“stunts” to the campus community. The declared winner 
(and sometimes the freshmen actually won) received a 
bronze statue of a black cat. The name Black Cat started 
traditionally in honor of Dr. Sweet's own pet. 

In 1950, the juniors and seniors joined in the fun, making 
the event more of a community day where even some fac- 
ulty participated. The development of class colors, athletic 
events and song contests also occurred during this time. 
With the inclusion of the song competition, less time and 
focus was dedicated to the skit contest and eventually the 
classes stopped performing skits altogether, except for the 
juniors. Junior Production became a huge event during 
Black Cat in the 1970s. Perhaps the juniors continued per- 


forming skits during Black Cat after one of the school's tra- 


dition, the “Junior Jaunt,” ended. The formal dance that 
concludes Black Cat week was also instituted later in the 
1950s. 

The 1960s saw the beginnings of student censorship,

History, Junior Production 
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which was taken up by Mortar Board. Before this time, the 
administration took it upon themselves to attempt to keep 
students in line during the crazy festivities of Black Cat, 
but later handed the responsibilities to the students. 

Black Cat week officially ended with a “The Day After” 
dessert on Sunday afternoon following the formal. The 
president of the college was usually the featured guest dur- 
ing the dessert. This event, however, has not persisted into 
the twenty-first century. 

At the time Black Cat was first introduced, a global war 
was raging overseas and more locally, the first-years (once 
called freshmen) of Agnes Scott College also felt as if they 
were living in a battlefield. Perhaps because of this, Dr. 
Sweet called for the “civilization” and refinement of the 
students. But whatever the reason, 2006 marks the 91st 
year that the tradition has been practiced, and it does not 
look like it will slow down anytime soon

“To return to speak on a panel in 
conjunction with the anniversary of 
the 1906 Race Riots was especially 
meaningful. It is the kind of difficult 
history that needs to be brought out 
of the shadows and explored,” Povich 
said. “It comes as no surprise that 
Agnes Scott would be at the forefront 
of this important work through this 
panel and discussion, as well as Lisa 
Tuttle's Fence, the programming 
around her piece, and the soon to 
open exhibition Blackbird on your 
shoulder.” 

Graduating from Agnes Scott 
College in 1993 as a Woodruff scholar 
with a B.A. in History, Pavich 
went on to Clemson 
University to receive her 
Masters in History and even- 
tually published Anna: The 


Plantation Mistress, 1847-1859 in 
2002. Since then she has con- 
tinued to hold lectures and 
book signings, including a 
recent appearance at ASC on 
the anniversary of the Atlanta 
Race Riots, to educate students 
on the importance of Southern 
history. 

Pavich's interest in the ante- 
bellum South stems from her

youth, which she spent growing up in 
Washington D.C. during the 1950s 
and 1960s. 

“| saw a cross burned on the lawn of 
the first African American family to 
move into our neighborhood,” Pavich 
said. “I watched from the roof of my 
school as whole blocks went up in 
flames during the race riots in D.C. | 
remember when Martin Luther King 
Jr., John F Kennedy, and Malcolm X 
were killed,” she said. 

Pavich began researching Anna 
Matilda Page King while looking for a 
topic for her senior thesis. She had 
not planned on majoring in History 
when she entered Agnes Scott, but 
her experiences in her classes led her 
to believe that a History major was 
her true calling. 

"| thought I'd either major in English 
or Art History. However, as 
a result of classes | took 
with Michele Gillespie 
and Kathy Kennedy, in 
particular, I discovered a 


passion for history,” 
Pavich said. Her book is a

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compilation of letters from the promi- 
nent plantation woman to her friends, 
children and often absent husband, 
Reading these letters not only taught 
Pavich a considerable amount about 
the southern way of life, but also 
erased many stereotypes that she held. 

“This was not the world of hoop 
skirts, hats from Paris, and Rhett 
Butler,” Pavich said. “Rather, it was a 
world of sweltering heat, house par- 
ties, poor crops, school lessons, fevers, 
teas, crippling accidents, sea breezes, 
swarming insects, duets by the piano, 
picking cotton, cozy parlors, slave 
patrols, politics, hunting parties, 
deaths and more than one hundred 
varieties of roses," she said. 

Pavich also noted that slavery was 
just one small aspect of their lives, and 
failed to find very much mention of 
slaves in the letters. 

“When | began this research, 
I was prepared not to like Anna King 
and even to see her as an enemy of 
sorts,’ Pavich said. “Iwas hoping to 
find evidence of her wickedness 
because she was the owner of human 
beings, and it was easier to think in 
terms of good and evil, black and 
white. What I found, instead, was a 
morally complex woman, both dis- 
turbing and sympathetic,” she said. 

Pavich strongly credits Agnes Scott 
for her success and her career. 

“My success as a student and my 
career as an historian | owe to Agnes 
Scott - to the education | received 
there, and to the teachers who guided 
and mentored me,” Pavich said. 
"Without them, | would not have had 
the skills or the confidence to go on 
to graduate school and to continue 
researching, writing and editing,” said 
Pavich.

Cynthia Wu joins Agnes 
Scott College's English

Imagine her surprise if an 
alumna of yesteryear was trans- 
ported to the Black Cat cele- 
brations of today.

Madelines, choosing instead to 
don dominatrix costumes that 
celebrate cleavage and skin - 
the more, the better. These 
female mascots yield power 
over male counterparts through 
her confidence, allure and fem- 
inine wiles. 

Yet identifying with these 
mascots is problematic because 
it pigeonholes women into 
roles of the wanton destructive 
female or elevates her to the 
status of the unattainable, the 
two stereotypes of females that 
have so long pervaded western 
culture. No matter how many 
ways you argue, there is only 
one common perception to the 
term Gold Diggers. 

In an all-female institution, it 
would seem counter-intuitive 
that Agnes Scott women would 
choose mascots that have tradi- 
tionally been seen as derogato- 
ry images for women. 
Whatever happened to brains 
over beauty? Intellect over 
superficiality? Celebrating 
female empowerment? Why is 
Black Cat more fun when we're 
dressed in lingerie? 


While some students feel 
uncomfortable by the overtly 
sexual connotations of their 
class mascots, others feel that it 
is the one time where Agnes 
Scott women can poke fun at 
traditional stereotypes and 
dress suggestively while they're 
at it. Junior Production, party 
days, and especially bonfire 
night have become even racier 
and uninhibited, maybe even 
more so than it would be in a 
coed environment. Nowadays, 
bonfire night resembles more 
of a scene from Girls Gone Wild 

But it isn't fair to place all the 
blame on students. After all, 
mascots inevitably reflect 
trends in popular culture of the 
day, such as images and ideas 
from television and movies. 
Women are placed in roles 
simply for eye candy or objects 
to be glorified, if represented at 
all. In a study entitled “Where 
the Girls Aren't” released 
February 2006, researchers at 
the Annenberg School for 
Communications at the 
University of Southern 
California studied 101 top- 
grossing G-rated films released 
between 1990 and 2005, the 


most in-depth content analysis 
ever done of G-rated movies. 
The research analyzed a total 
of 4,249 speaking characters 
appearing in thesefilms. The 
main findings were that there 
are three male characters for 
every one female character. 
Fewer than one in three (28 
percent) of the speaking char- 
acters (both real and animated) 
are female. Fewer than one in 
five (17 percent) of the charac- 


ters in crowd scenes are female. 


The fact remains that there 
isn’t really a rich repertoire of 
empowering female icons to be 
inspired by 

If we were all to meet in 30 
years, would we look as good 
in fishnet stockings? We're not 
saying we would want to give 
up wearing our bras and garter 
belts to parade around the 
Quad, but the bigger question 
is this: If we were to meet in 
the future, will we be proud to 
identify ourselves with our 
mascots? Will our mascots 
reflect the type of woman we 
have become?

Acclaimed Peruvian folk singer Susana 
Baca is scheduled to perform at Agnes 
Scott College on Nov. 5. 

Born in Chorrillos, Peru, Baca was 
raised around traditional Afro/Peruvian 
folk music, Baca is noted for her ability 
to express her musical heritage in a 
contemporary style. 

Today, she is largely credited with the 
revival of the Afro/Peruvian music tradi- 
tion, which has long gone unnoticed by 
major recording:studios. In 1992, Baca 
and husband Ricardo Pereira, founded 
the Instituto Negrocontinuo (the Black 
Continuum Institute), which commem- 
orates the heritage of the African- 
American population of Peru. 

“| realized, after many years, that no 
one was interested in what | was 
singing, which was poetry,” Baca said in 


an interview with 
worldmusiccentral.org: “Il was black, 
singing black music. It was a big prob- 
lem. In Peru, the black population is 
very small—you find mixed people, like 
me, or even lighter. But as.a culture, it is 
present everywhere.” 

Baca became a sensation when her 
song “Maria Lundo" was included on 
the 1995 compilation CD produced by 
David Byrne, best known as the main 
writer for the New Wave band Talking 
Heads. She went on to win a Latin 
Grammy Award in 2002 for her album, 
Poesia y Cantos Negros 

Her newest CD, Travesias was released 
this year with much critical acclaim. The 
Wall Street Journal called her “the undis- 
puted diva of Afro-Peruvian music,” 
while Rolling Stone Magazine claims 
“Susana Baca captures history even 
as she transcends it.”

and Scream 2 (1997). 

“Agnes Scott experienced a 
25 percent increase in [col- 
lege] applications from the 
fall of 1997 to the fall of 
1998," Balmer said. “Scream 2, 
filmed in the late spring and 
early summer of 1997, was a 
very popular film and was 
often cited as an information 
source for prospective stu- 
dents when asked how they 
learned about the college at 
that time.” 

Agnes Scott's viability as an 


attractive and ideal campus 
setting was supported by its 
number two status as "Most 
Beautiful Campus” by the 
Princeton Review 2005, a 
ranking confirmed through 
the increase of films and tele- 
vision programs shot on cam- 
pus. 

Academy Award-winner 
Denzel Washington also vis- 
ited the campus this summer 
to scout for possible location 
sites for an upcoming film 
project. The college could 
not confirm its involvement 
with any future projects ~ 
involving Washington at this 
time. 

“Although | cannot guaran- 
tee the exposure the college 
receives through filming 
Revenge of the Nerds will 
increase our admission num- 
bers, | can confirm that near- 
ly 10 years after Scream 2, 
prospective students still ask 
to see the ‘Scream room’ when 
they tour Agnes Scott,” said 
Balmer. 


Political 
forum held 
on campus

On Tuesday, Oct. 17, Agnes Scott College 
hosted a candidate forum concerning the 
upcoming 2006 election for voters in 
Dekalb County. 

Debates were held between candidates for 
the United States House of Representatives 
Catherine Davis (R) and Hank Johnson (D), 
and candidates for Dekalb County Solicitor- 
General Shawn Ellen LaGrua and Robert 
James. 

"The quality of our democracy relies so 
much on the quality of our conversation,” 
said Elizabeth Kiss, president of the college, 
in her introduction of the event. 

Kathryn Mitchell, the editor of The 
Champion, one of the forum's sponsors; 
served as moderator for the debates, which 
each lasted 25 minutes. Each candidate had 
two minutes for opening and closing state- 
ments and alternated who was first to 
answer the questions. Candidates were 
given 90 seconds to answer the question, 60 
seconds fora rebuttal and 30 seconds for a 
counterpoint. 

The questions ranged from thoughts on 
national issues such as the war in Iraq, 
immigration and alternative energy sources 
to local topics like the change in voter ID 
regulations and paying for college in 
Georgia. Audience members were encour- 
aged to submit questions throughout the 
forum and several were chosen for each 
debate. 

Davis argued for change for Dekalb 
County and talked about staying the course 
in Iraq. She also discussed her beliefs on 
illegal immigration as an issue of national 
security and the fair tax system, which 
would tax what people purchased and not 
what they earned, 

"We should abolish the IRS,” said Davis 
when asked about the federal tax system 

Johnson spoke about improving interest 
rates and working towards alternative fuel 
sources and reforming the standards for fuel 
efficiency in automobiles. He also argued 
for leaving Iraq quickly and against the pri- 
vatization of social security. 

“We need to look at illegal immigration 
from a human rights perspective,” said 
Johnson 

The election for these and other candi- 
dates will be Tuesday, Nov. 7.

method of alternative transporta- 
tion. 

"It's becoming very difficult to 
get into Downtown Atlanta, and 
its gotten dramatically worse 
over the last couple of years,” 
said Morsberger, in the July pub- 
lication of Points North. “There 
needs to be better planning 
around transportation so people 
can get to work conveniently, 
and this [commuter rail] is the 
most logical way to accomplish 
that.” 

Metro-Atlantans drive a total of 
1.7 billion hours in a year, the 
cost of transportation, $3,000 
per person. By removing approx- 


imately 5,300 cars from the 
morning and evening rush hours, 
the Brain Train would not only 
provide a reliable and conven- 
iént method of transportation, it 
would also improve air quality, 
save energy and help to keep the 
Metro area within EPA air pollu- 
tion standards. 

Morsberger and his colleagues 
also feel that the train would 
attract employers as well as 
enhance the efforts of the bio- 
science research in the eastern 
metro area. 

"(The Brain Train] allows for 
better collaboration among not 
only universities and colleges, 
but institutions like the CDC. 
This could facilitate the creation 


of a bio-tech corridor and eco- 
nomic development which 
means enhanced opportunities 
for graduates and economic 
growth for the region,” said 
Laura Ray, associate vice presi- 
dent of transportation and park- 
ing at Emory University. 

Construction of the Brain Train 
would have few damaging effects 
on surrounding communities. It 
aims to construct its track beside 
an existing rail line from Atlanta 
to Athens as the northeastern 
portion of the CSX Corporation 
freight line. CSX is receptive to 
the idea, due to the recent suc- 
cess of a similar passenger rail 
system built on CSX property in 
Virginia. 


"Our group estimates this proj- 
ect will cost between $370 mil- 
lion and $400 million to con- 
struct and will operate at a loss 
of six million per year,” said 
Morsberger in an article for the 
Atlanta Business Chronicle, “As has 
been done in other states, we 
support a split between county 
and state funding to cover this 
operating debt.” 

Morsberger also projects that, 
if built, The Brain Train will gen- 
erate between $2 to $5 billion in 
economic growth over a period 
of 15 years. 

Support for the Georgia Brain 
Train is gradually building. In a 
recent poll, 75 percent of a’sam- 
ple of 400 Gwinnett residents 


was in favor of the proposal. 
Colleges and universities are also 
working to support the Brain 
Train proposal, most notably 
through the development of The 
College Board of the Brain Train, 
which includes student represen- 
tatives from numerous institu- 
tions working to raise awareness 
of the project. 

“While we may be a few years 
away from our inaugural cross- 
metro ride, we are taking steps 
now to make sure everyone in 
Georgia knows what is in the 
works and how it will have a 
materially beneficial impact on 
their day-to-day lives,” said 
Morsberger in the Atlanta Journal 
Constitution.

Johnson was one of the candidates in 
attendance at the electoral forum held in 
Presser Hall on Oct. 17. He and 
Republican candidate Catherine Davis 
were participants in a live debate planned 
to help voters better understand their 
position on different issues 


Representatives from both the ASCYD 
and the College Republicans were in 
attendance.

The ASCYD have*big plans for the rest 
of the year.

“It is actually quite disheartening. We 
would be very willing and open to co- 
hosting a non-partisan event with them, 
but it hasn't seemed to-work out yet up 
to this point,” Huddleston said. 

One event last semester was particularly 
controversial among the students and 
faculty of Agnes Scott: the visit from 
conservative spokeswoman Phyllis 
Schlafly. The College Republicans invit- 
ed Schlafly to give a lecture called “The 
Failures of Feminism” at Agnes Scott on 
April 27, provoking an enormous 
response. Students seemed split between 
a respect for her bold statements and 
confusion about her proclaimed anti-fem- 
inism. Several of the members of 
ASCYD were in attendance to hear 
exactly what Schlafly had to say 

“Il personally was taken aback by the 
College Republicans’ decision to bring 
her, as | never really thought that femi- 
nism, which was Mrs. Schlafly’s main 
concern forty years ago and still is today, 
was so incompatible with the ideas of 
Republicans. | feel they could have cho- 
sen a better speaker that would have 
given the entire campus a more accurate 
portrait of the Republican platform,” 
Pierce said. 

Despite the confusion about Schlafly’s 
relevance, Pierce believes that some good 
came out of her appearance.

On Nov. 7, Georgians will elect a new gov- 
ernor, a lieutenant governor and congressional 
representatives. 

The upcoming election will determine more 
than democratic or republican control in the 
state capital. It will also affect 
such issues as alternative fuel 
sources, higher salaries for teach- 
ers and tax reform. 

Vying for the position of lieu- 
tenant governor are Republican 
Casey Cagle, Democrat Jim 
Martin, Libertarian Allen Buckey 
and Independent Al Bartell. 

Originally from Gainesville, 
Cagle has been a Georgia senator 
for the last ten years. He hopes to 
transform the office of lieutenant 
governor into a conservative 
advocate for Georgia's families. 
He proposes working to give 
small businesses and self- 
employed individuals more flexi- 
bility when choosing a health 
insurance plan, to reduce the pub- 
lic cost of Medicaid and to send 
public transportation funds to 
needy areas, One of Cagle's top 
priorities is educational reform. 

"You can't have good jobs if you 
don't have a good educational 
system," Cagle said in the Marietta 
Daily Journal. 

Martin, former state representa- 
tive, state human resources com- 
missioner and a Vietnam veteran 
hopes to create a better Georgia 
by producing a state-supported 
health insurance pool, giving 
teachers pay raises, increasing 
funding for public education and 
by providing alternative education 
routes such as second-chance 
schools. 

"As lieutenant governor, I'll 
reduce bureaucratic regulation, 
support teachers with competitive 
salaries and quality healthcare 
coverage and adequately fund our 
public schools,” Martin told the 
Georgia Association of Educators. 

The candidates and their plat- 
forms for the House of 
Representatives vary by region. 
For Dekalb County, Democrat and 
current representative Cynthia 
McKinney will be running against 
Democrat Hank Johnson and 
Republican Catherine Davis. For 
information on district representa- 
tives, visit http://www.uselec- 
tions.com/ga/ga.htm. 

McKinney's track record includes 
building sound barriers along the 
Interstate, advocating the use of 
clean fuel public buses and being 
an outspoken critic of the Bush 
regime, Currently, McKinney is 
working towards insuring that the 
fourth district gets a fair share of 
the federal budget and nurturing Georgia's 
growing hip-hop community 

Fellow Democrat Johnson opposes 
McKinney on the grounds that Dekalb's pub- 
lic schools need more funding. As an activist 
for gay rights, Johnson also differs from 
McKinney 

The Southern Journal stated in June that “on gay 
issues, [Johnson's] on the right side for us, 
opposing the Federal Marriage Amendment 
and supporting legislation to prohibit employ- 
ment discrimination and to enhance penalties

for hate crimes.” 

Davis focuses on immigration, Social 
Security and tax and education reform. She 
believes that a tax incentive for medical insur- 
ance companies that forgive some debt will 
make quality insurance available for every 
American, She is also a strong advocate for the 
fair tax system. 

The most important posi- 
tion for state governor will 
most likely come down to 
current Republican 
Governor George “Sonny” 
Perdue and the current 
Democratic Lieutenant 
Governor Mark Taylor. 
Garrett Michael Hayes 
will represent the 
Libertarian Party and John 
Dashler will represent the 
Independents. 

In his previous term, 
Governor Perdue has pro- 
vided over $2 billion 
worth of tax cuts, created 
243,900 new jobs in 3 
years, reduced class size in 
public schools and 
increased efficiency in 
state government. If elect- 
ed again he hopes to pro- 
vide a tax cut for compa- 
nies exploring alternative 
fuel sources, provide 
harsher punishments for 

internet predators, elimi- 
nate the state income tax 
for seniors and provide 
graduation coaches in 
Georgia's high schools to 
foster individual growth. 

“As Governor | constant- 
ly remind myself that each 
bill, each executive order, 
all the laws, regulations 
and policies we enact have 
an impact on people's lives 
[....] | take it very serious- 
ly,” Perdue told the 

Georgia NAACP 
Convention. 

In his speech to the 
Georgia Democratic Party 
Convention, Taylor stated 
that Georgia needed "a 
governor with the right 
priorities who makes the 
right choices. My record 
says two things: The big 
guy looks out for the little 
guy and I get things 
done.” He proposes suffi- 
cient public education for 
Georgia's youth, making 
neighborhoods and com- 
munities safer by giving 
criminals harsher punish- 
ments, fighting for 
income tax cuts and - 
decreasing the cost of 


Taylor has also engi- 
neered PeachKids, a plan 
to provide basic medical insurance for every 
child in Georgia.

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in primate research

We share opposable thumbs, 
binocular vision, short fingernails 
and a generalized dental pattern — 
but what else do humans have in 
common with other primates? 
Thanks to the research of Dr. 
William Hopkins, a new Biology 
professor at Agnes Scott College 
this year, it is known that humans 
also share relationships in brain 


“asymmetry, handedness and lan- 


guage with our chimpanzee 
cousins. 

“My main research interest is in 
the evolution of hemispheric spe- 
cialization in primates,” Hopkins 
said. “I'm trying to understand the 
evolution of language, particularly 
how it relates to hemispheric spe- 
cialization,” 


Hopkins’ research involves exam- 


ining the magnetic resonance 
images (MRIs) of 60 chimpanzees 
for patterns that align with those 
found in human brains. He also 


studies the relationship of handed- 


ness to brain asymmetry and the 
development of handedness in 
general, He does his research at 
the Yerkes Center of Emory 
University. 

"We're interested in the develop- 
ment of handedness and in the 


maternal biases that affect handed- 


ness, like nursing preferences,” 
Hopkins said, 


Hopkins’ examination of handed- 


ness in chimpanzees goes beyong 
the neurological, however. 
"We're looking at finger prints,” 
he said. “Asymmetry in ridges 
affects handedness, and large dif- 
ferences are a good predictor of 


variation.” 

Although Hopkins does some 
work with human subjects, his 
work with chimpanzees is particu- 
larly significant because it elimi- 
nates the sociological aspect from 
the research. 

"Our focus is on the biological, 
because the sociological factors 
aren't there with chimps,” he said. 
“You don't have teachers putting 
pencils in their hands.” 

Hopkins, a native of Wisconsin, 
teaches cognitive psychology, 
research methods and a first year 
seminar titled “The Mind and Brain 
in Contemporary Film.” He taught 
at Berry College in Rome, Georgia 
for 11 years before making the 
move to Agnes Scott, a move 
which was motivated in large part 
by location. 

"Theoretically, | could bring stu- 
dents to work [at the Yerkes 
Center] during the school year," he 
said 

Agnes Scott also provides the 
necessary facilities for Hopkins to 
do much of his post-imaging work. 

“A lot of the post-imaging work 
is done at Agnes, like measuring 
the white and grey matter in the 
images, as we have the software 
here to do that,” he said 

Hopkins’ move to Agnes Scott 
could also be a good opportunity 
for students interested in his field 
of study 

"The idea is to have some stu- 
dents work at Yerkes over the sum- 
mer doing behavioral work with 
chimps,” he said 
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Racial divisions exist at Agnes Scott

Agnes Scott 
College promotes 
cultural diversity 
and tolerance 
among its stu- 
dents, yet that 
same diversity has 
been the cause for 
a distinctive air of 
racism surrounding the class of 2010. 

As a Black student and a Haitian, | came 
to Agnes Scott thinking that it would be a 
great educational environment because of 
its diversity and the fact that it empowers 
women to lead. At orientation, the stu- 
dents mixed well with each other because 
most people didn’t know one another 
well. But as the weeks progressed, this 
quickly changed. 

The first time I noticed it was at the 
assembly with Catherine Clinton, author 
of Harriet Tubman: The Road to Freedom. 
During the assembly, some students 
focused on questioning Clinton about her 
intentions for writing about Harriet 
Tubman since Clinton is white and not 
African-American 

| approached Toni Watkins '10, one of 
the students who posed a similar question. 

“Anybody can write a book,” Watkins 
said. “I have no respect for her; the book 
would have had more passion if she were 
Black.’ 


It is unfair that Clinton should be criti- 
cized or even attacked for writing her 
novel simply because she is a white 
woman writing about a significant figure 
in Black history. It amazes me that as lib- 
eral arts college students, we are not more 
open and willing to explore the diversity 
surrounding us. 

In the same manner that Clinton was 
criticized because of her race, here on 
campus, the class of 2010 has, for a large 
portion, purposefully segregated itself. In 
Evans Dining Hall, one can notice that 
the different tables are mostly divided by 
race. Is this only a phenomenon with the 
first-year class? I think that it's with all 
classes. 

“It is not necessarily because of racism, 
you just feel more comfortable being with 
people you have a background in com- 
mon with,” said Corrin Shelton ‘10. 

During these past weeks, | have 
observed many race-specific references, 
such as a student wearing a “Caution: 
Educated Black Female” shirt and a “I love 
Black People” shirt. Although some stu- 
dents might not see a problem with such 
displays, which intend to celebrate and 
empower people through differences, oth- 
ers might feel intentionally excluded from 
minority groups. 

Race-specific groups such as Witkaze, 
Latinas Unidas or Asian Women have 
formed to provide a support group for 
students of the same ethnic background, 
but the fact remains that a sort of segre- 
gation along races occurs as a result of 


these clubs. 

“They promote the fact that skin color 
or ethnicity makes a difference,” said 
Laura Barrs ‘10. : 

‘There are so many clubs about minori- 
ties, it's like if you're not minority, you're 
not special,” said Kera Lovell ‘09. 

Other groups slogans include “America's 
Nightmare: Young, Gifted and Black,” 
which actually degrades educated Black 
women. Such slogans makes it seem as if 
we are trying so hard to prove something 
that no one is still questioning in contem- 
porary society. 

“If you take that shirt off, are you no 
longer educated?” said Latasha Mclver ‘10, 
“Actions should speak louder than words. 
Instead of putting on a shirt, do some- 
thing to show that you are a young, edu- 
cated Black woman." 

Many people I spoke with felt that the 
issue of racism is best left alone, and it 
was a unanimous thought that racism is 
not a big issue on campus. 

"The more we talk about it the more of 
an issue it becomes,” said Nazish 
Mithaiwala '10. 

But if we don't talk about it, then there 
is no hope of actually making a change. 
Most people feel that there is nothing 
more that the college itself can do to 
encourage multicultural awareness. 

I spoke with Kijua Sanders-McMurtry, 
Director of Multicultural Affairs about the 
steps her office is taking to deal with the 
issues of separation on campus. 

“Agnes Scott College is.a microcosm of 


where we liye in this world,” said Sanders- 
McMurtry, “Conflict occurs when individ- 
uals have not had the opportunity to dia- 
logue across differences. The office of 
multicultural affairs wants to develop and 
foster these opportunities for ASC stu- 
dents,” 

I hope that Agnes Scott students will be 
able to count diversity on campus as one 
of its real strengths. One of the best ways 
to ameliorate communication is for us to 
join ethnic clubs that are not necessarily a 
part of our racial background, to interact 
with each other and teach one another 
about the different cultures we each hold. 
Evans Dining Hall provides a great 
opportunity to sit with someone new. We 
are all different, and can all learn from 
one another. 

"I love people, | don't care what color 
you are, what race you are; we all have 
minds, spirits, and heart," said Latasha 
Mclver-'10. “We're all trying to make it 
through our journey in life.” 

It is up to each and every student to get 
out of their comfort zones and talk to 
people they don't usually talk to, to take a 
chance and to learn about a different cul- 
ture. Only the student body can make an 
effort to take advantage of the culture and 
diversity around it.

Last year, this was apparent when the 
Senate had to hold emergency elections 
to fill the open seats just so they could 
reach a quorum to vote. As a candidate in 
the emergency elections last spring and 
now finishing my first as a residential sen- 
ator, the amount of apathy towards the 
student government astounds me. 

The SGA at Agnes Scott has been 
around for 100 years and its influence is 
seen through all organizations on campus. 
The Honor Court'and Judicial Board 
strive to uphold the Honor Code, the 
Senate is there to enable the campus 
voice to be heard, and the SGA Executive 
Board makes sure the voice of the student 
body is not only heard but has an influ- 
ence on this campus. 

When election time arrived, many can- 
didates ran unopposed, so many cam- 
paigns and speeches for certain positions 
were almost unnecessary. This year, wide- 
spread apathy is even more prevalent 
because the elections were pushed back 
an entire week due to lack of participa- 


tion. This also happened for the speeches 
for SGA President, Honor Court 
President and Vice President, Senate 
President, Programming Board President, 
and Class 2010 President positions. 

Who actually are the leaders of this 
campus? What happens when the school 
becomes apathetic towards student gov- 
ernment and the same fifty people run the 
campus? 

Currently, the same group of students 
who run the campus are holding multiple 
positions. They are running for J-Board, 
Honor Court, Senate, Class Officers, 
Black Cat Chairs, ete., having the same 
approach to difficult situations.

It's no-secret that Atlanta has a public 
transportation problem. Try getting 
around this city without a car, and unless 
youre heading to Tech or to a Braves 
game (and that's during daylight hours, 
ladies — we all know you can't take 
MARTA at night) you'll run into a few 
problems. Besides the fact that MARTA 
hardly goes anywhere a Scottie would 
want to be, it's rarely on time, and not 
always fun — or always safe— to ride 
alone. Even if you were to venture on the 
rails at night, the last train runs at 12:30 
a.m. — quite a constricting curfew for a 
Scottie's social schedule. 

This leaves the car-less college student 
with quite a predicament — how can one 
get from campus to the local Target or 
grocery store? How will you get yourself 
home from that Jate night Tech or 
Morehouse party? Is it even possible to 
get yourself out of Atlanta to the far off 
destinations of Gwinnett, the Tangier 
Outlet Mall or the party-pleasure town of 
Athens? 

The answer lies with the proposed 
Georgia Brain Train. The route for the 
proposed monorail would begin in the 
Atlanta city center and connect Atlanta 
area colleges (including Georgia State,

Georgia Tech, Emory and Agnes Scott) 
continuing out to Clarke County and the 
University of Georgia, making 12 stops 
in total. 

The proposed plan isn’t just important 
to college students, it's also important to 
commuters. In an Atlanta Journal 
Constitution poll, 79 percent of residents in 
Athens-Clarke, Barrow and Oconee 
counties supported the plan, a number 
which dropped only 11 points to 68 per- 
cent after poll respondents were given a 
series of arguments for and against the 
rail line. 

The Georgia Brain Train Group, led by 
Chairman Emory Morsberger, hopes to 
gain state and federal funding for the 
project by making the proposed plan part 
of the political agenda in the upcoming 
state elections. 

"We feel [the poll results] should be a 
guide for people running for office this 
year,” Morsberger said. “We're trying to 
educate the different political candidates 
about the benefits of the commuter rail." 

Opponents of the Brain Train claim the 
monorail would not be cost effective or 
make a significant impact on traffic con- 
gestion relief, but studies and projected 
costs prove otherwise. According to 


Steve Roberts of Georgia Rail 
Consultants, one single commuter rail 
line has 18 times the capacity of one lane 
of interstate highway. A Georgia 
Department of Transportation Commuter 
Rail Alternative Study forecasts 8,600 
trips from Athens to Atlanta per day, with 
an expected growth in ridership to a total 
of 17,800 per day by 2010. 

Not only would the train run along 
track that for the most part already exists, 
but it is projected to cost $378 million, 
more than $330 million less than the cost 
of building a new highway with equiva- 
lent capacity. Repairing existing interstate 
highway lanes would be more costly than 
creating the rail, with the repairs per 
highway lane mile costing $18.19 million 
compared to $5.32 million to create one 
mile of commuter rail track (which could 
run in both directions). 

The Brain Train would also have an 
obvious positive effect on the environ- 
ment. Unclogging the expressways by 
removing thousands of cars would help 
conserve energy and improve air quality 
throughout the metro area. 

With all these benefits, it's hard to see 
why Georgia's college students wouldn't 
be the Brain Trains foremost supporters. 
Next time you are low on gas money and 
looking to head to Athens for the week- 
end, remember how sweet a $4 fare to 
and from UGA would be, and call your 
US.

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Lack of interest 
hinders SGA 


elections

As the newly elected Student Government 
Association (SGA) executive board prepares to take 
office in January, they face issues involving the lack of 
participation and interest of the student body. 

In the last three elections, only about 350 students 
out of the college's 1,000 students voted. SGA has 
worked on encouraging students to run for positions 
and vote for candidates. For example, they held a 
petition kick-off event to encourage students to run 
for positions, but only 15 students participated. SGA 
also postponed elections because not all the positions 
had candidates running for them. Even with the 
rescheduling, only 10 more petitions were submitted. 

[It was hard to get people to run] because they felt 
overcommitted,” said Stephanie Lahue '07, current 
SGA elections chair. “Students feel SGA takes up 
hours and hours when it's really an hour meeting once 
a week.” 

The grade point average requirement may also con- 
tribute to the lack of candidates. A student must have 
a minimum GPA of 2.5 in order to nun for office. 
Other factors include previous commitments to other 
organizations and an assumption that other people 


are already running. .

World’s first full-face transplant surgery underway 


In October, an ethics committee 
approved the world’s first full-face 
transplant operation to surgeons at 
the Royal Free Hospital in north 
London. This‘operation will take 
place within the next few months 
and the medical team said that even 
though approximately 30 candi- 
dates have approached them, no 
patient has yet been selected. 


The approval marks a milestone 
for people suffering facial deformi- 
ties. Last November, Isabelle 
Dinoire from France was the first 
person to receive a partial face 
transplant where a donor's lips, 
nose and chin replaced hers after 
she had been mauled by a dog. 

The new procedure involves the 
use of a "skin envelope" of fat, skin 


and blood vessels from a donor, 
which is transplanted onto existing 
bone, leaving patients with many of 
their own features. More complex 
procedures do exist involving bone 
transplants that could allow the 
patient to resemble the donor, but 
the ethical considerations of donor 
rights will have to be considered 
before this is approved.

The fall budget convocation held on 
Noy. 1 reported on facts and statistics of 
Agnes Scott's financial standings for the 
last fiscal year, which ended on June 30. 
$39.5 million in revenue came from 
tuition, room and board payments where 
$6 million of that came from room and 
board. This revenue had increased from 
$38.5 million in the previous fiscal year. 
Agnes Scott's debt currently stands at $6 
million, which includes prime and interest 
with no short-term debt. Tuition rose 7.3 
percent from $31,760 in the 2005-2006 
academic year to $34,090 this year. In 
2006, revenues from the annual fund 
measured at $2,245,121 and are estimated 
to be $2,266,000 for 2007. 


Yellow Fever is 4 tropical disease spread by mosquitoes. The yellow fever vaccine has 
been approved by the Food and Drug Administration (FDA) and used to vaccinate humans 
since the 1930s.

MAT program. During the 
fall semester, MAT students 
shadow different levels of 
classes in order to gain 
hands-on experience in 
teaching secondary school. In 
the spring semester, they par- 
ticipate in student teaching. 

When MAT Students grad- 
uate from the program they 
obtain a degree in their field 
as well as a certification to 
teach high school. 

Tuition for the MAT pro- 
gram is $21,360, and the pro- 
gram requires 48 credits to 
graduate. In addition to 
scholarships, MAT students 
are eligible for $10,000 in 
subsidized Stafford loans and 
an additional $8,500 in 
unsubsidized loans. Georgia 
residents may also qualify for 
the Georgia HOPE Teacher 
Scholarship Loan Program. — 

Students in the MAT pro- 
gram work with some of-the 
same professors who teach 
undergraduates at Agnes 
Scott. 

“One of the greatest 
strengths of the program is 
the relationships developed 


in the classrooms with the 
students and professors,” 
Swaney said. 

“The MAT program builds 
on the college's existing 
strengths,” Diedrick said. 
“The English faculty teaches 
the English MAT program.” 

Agnes Scott's MAT program 
directly affects the school’s 
undergraduate program. 

“The excellent reputation of 
the program reflects on the 
school as a whole,” said 
Tolliver. 

It is possible that in the 
future the program will 
expand further to include 
other disciplines where high 
school teachers are needed. 

"Whatever the reason for 
enrolling in the MAT pro- 
gram, whether as a means to 


excellent placement or a step- 


ping-stone to a doctorate 
degree, the MAT provides an 
excellent set of skills you 
wouldn't have otherwise,” 
Tolliver said. “It is an oppor- 
tunity to change lives when 
[students] can reeducate 
themselves and learn even 
more by teaching. Agnes 
Scott makes that happen.”

"Perhaps instead of taking the initiative to run 
for themselves, [students] assumed someone else 
would do the job," said Ivy Oxendine '07, current 
SGA president.

Swordfish) and Rachel Weisz (The Mummy,

In the sixteenth century, Jackman is a 
conquistador who accepts the order of 
the Spanish queen (Weisz) to search out 
the fountain of youth to save her from 
her enemies. In the twentieth century, 
Jackman is Tommy Creo, a brain surgeon 
racing to find a cure for his wife, Isabel, 


who is dying of a brain tumor. In the 
twenty sixth century, Tom is an astronaut 
travelling through space, waiting to be 
reunited with his dead wife. 

During the three time periods, the foun- 
tain of youth manifests as a tree, a signifi- 
cant symbol in many cultures.

As the film progresses, Isabel 
comes to terms with her impend- 
ing death, and must change her 
husband's stubborn refusal to 
accept her illness. 

“Tommy and Izzi (Isabel) have a 
very strong and very mature rela- 
tionship,” Weisz said. "She's found 
her understanding and now she's 
there patiently, lovingly saying to 
Tommy, ‘Let it go, live life—tive 
fully and die fully. All the courage 
youre putting into fighting death 
and protecting me, use that courage to 
face death because that is the greatest lib- 
eration.” 

The Fountain will be released domestically 
by Warner Bros. Pictures on Nov. 22. 
This film has been rated R for “some vio- 
lence.”

History Books: 
A Look Back at the Past

History books have been gain- 
ing a lot of attention in the pub- 
lic sphere due to the astounding 
success of books such as The Da 
Vinci Code by Dan Brown, The 
Other Boleyn Girl by Phillipa 

« Gregory and The Red Tent by Nita 
Diamant, which dig into the his- 
torical realm, Sometimes though, 
as Mary Cain, professor of histo- 
ry, said, “Real stories are better 
than fiction.” The following list 
includes intriguing stories of real 
people, their lives and their 
times. 

The Return of Martin Guerre by 
Natalie Zemon Davis focuses on 
a major identity theft in six- 
teenth century France. Davis 
account considers topics such as 
truth, history and fiction. 
“Historians don't do truth, they 
merely interpret the past,” said 
Michael Lynn, professor of histo- 
ry. “Zemon provides a good 
story and good methodology." 


A Midwifes Tale by Laurel 
Thatcher Ulrich is based on the 
life of Martha Ballard, a midwife 
in eighteenth century New 
England. This Pulitzer Prize win- 
ning books tells of women’s roles 
in society, and is based on 
Ballard's personal diary. “Women 
have been around forever,” said 
MeCain. “[This book] recovers a 
voice that has been so long lost 
in history.” 

Ordinary Men by Christopher 
Browning is centered on the lives 
of Battalion 101 in Holocaust- 
ridden Poland. This battalion 
was composed of everyday work- 
ing-class men. “They were not 
Nazi-sympathizers, actually 
quite the opposite, yet they still 
took part in the Holocaust,” 
Lynn said. Browning attempts to 
answer the crucial question: 
“why?” 

The Great Cat Massacre, by 
Robert Darnton, is a collection 
of French episodes during the 
18the century. “Humor is very 
inclusive,” said Lynn. “It is specif- 
ic to language, to tradition, and 
to culture. Darnton tries to 
examine the humor in these 
episodes to get and translate “the 
joke.”- 

Paul Reveres Ride by David 
Hackett Ficher brings the 
American Revolution to life. 
Ficher seriously examines the 
events of the night of April 18, 
1775 - what led up to it, what 
really happened and what fol- 
lowed. "This story relates how 
the American Revolution really 
effected everyday life and every- 
day people,” said McCain. “It's a 
fascinating story that reads like a 
soap-opera.”

College’s responsibility is 
to students, not stars

The enthusiasm demonstrated by filming 
supporters is not entirely unjustified, it 
can be exciting to observe the filming of a 
movie or television show, and it is flatter- 
ing that moviemakers and television pro- 
ducers consider the college such a desir- 
able location. It is also clear that many 
college administrators welcome the pub- 
licity and revenue filming can provide. 
None of this changes the fact that Agnes 
Scott is an institution of higher education, 
not a back-lot. Filming on campus should 
not be permitted while classes are in ses- 
sion. 

The college's first priority should be the 
education of its students. Filming is dis- 
ruptive and can deprive students of the 
use of college facilities. What administra- 
tors may consider minor inconveniences 
can significantly affect students’ learning 

and adversely impact 
quality of life.

sion can also encourage students to neg- 
lect their academic work. During the film- 
ing of “Revenge of the Nerds’, filmmakers 
followed the common practice of recruit- 
ing extras from Agnes Scott's student 
body. Catherine Fraas '07 said that several 
of her fellow student extras had chosen'to 
skip classes in order to participate in film- 
ing. 

"This isn't a college pretending to be a 
movie set, it's a movie set pretending to be 
a college,” Fraas said. 

Rachel L'Heureux '08 objected to filming 
for different reasons. L'Heureux was 
offended by what she saw as the objectifi- 
cation of women in “Revenge of the 
Nerds" and said that allowing the Agnes 
Scott campus to be used in the making of 
this film was inappropriate. 

Advocates of filming have suggested that 
movies and shows filmed on campus pro- 
vide the college with valuable publicity 
that will pique the interest of potential 
applicants. Perhaps college administrators 
should reconsider whether this is the type 
of interest Agnes Scott should be cultivat- 
ing. High school students researching 
colleges can learn about Agnes Scott in 
common college guides produced by well- 
known, national companies like Kaplans. 
Additional applications generated by pub- 
licity the college receives by allowing 
filming on campus might artificially inflate 
Agnes Scott's selectivity statistics, but they 
are unlikely to improve the quality of the 
college's applicant pool. 

Despite all this, allowing filming on 
campus might be considered justifiable if 
the college were in need of the income it 
provides. However, Agnes Scott is hardly 
in dire financial straits. In an email to-the 
college community, Director of the Office 
of the President and Secretary of the 
Board Lea Ann Hudson reported on the 
college's financial health. 

"The college received a ‘clean’ unquali- 
fied audit opinion from [independent 
auditing firm] KPMG, which is the best 
report that the auditors issue,” said 
Hudson.

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ASC political organizations 
reflect on midterm elections

After 12 years of a Republican 
majority in the U.S. Congress, 
the Democratic Party has over- 
taken the G.O.P to become the 
majority party, gaining 29 seats 
in the House of Representatives 
and six seats in the Senate in the 
last national election, held on 
Nov. 7. 

“There were weeks of specula- 
tion on all the newspapers, and 
it didn't look like we were going 
to win, but we did,” said Judith 
Pierce ‘08, president of the 
Agnes Scott Young Democrats 
(ASCYD),. 

ASCYD officer Claire 
Huddleston ‘08 did not foresee 
the Democratic takeover. 

“| was really hopeful for the 
turnaround,” Huddleston said. “I 
was worried at the end when it 


looked like the Republicans 
were gaining ground.” 

But the election was not a 
clear-cut victory for the 
Democrats. In Georgia, 
Republicans maintained their 
hold on the House, winning 
seven of the 13 seats as well as 
the gubernatorial race. 

“Lam very happy about the 
election results,” said Mary 
Szelistowski ‘08, chairman of 
Agnes Scott College 
Republicans (ASCR). “[Goyv. ] 
Sonny [Perdue] will continue to 
do great things for Georgia. 
Now that he has a stronger 
Republican team, they will be 
able to be more efficient and 
accomplish even more. It is a 
good time to live in Georgia.” 

Despite the Democratic losses 
in Georgia, Pierce maintains a 
positive outlook. 

“I'm a bit disappointed about 


the state of Democrats here in 
Georgia,” Pierce said. "Despite 
all their solid campaigning and 
good messages, we have to 
remember Georgia is still a 
strong red, Bible belt state. 
Thankfully Hank Johnson, who 
actually had a debate here 
before the election, won Dekalb 
County." 

Pierce views the takeover as a 
result of stronger stances taken 
by the Democratic party. 

“With this election, the 
American people were able to 
see the differences between the 
Republicans and Democrats 
more than we've seen in a few 
years,” she said. “Finally, 
Democrats started to talk about 
issues that we're better with, and 
point out the flaws in the priori- 
ties of this Bush administration.

With these new additions 
completed, ITS has several 
other goals in mind to help 
make Agnes Scott's technology 
resources better and more reli- 
able. 

“One overarching goal is 
improved planning....we'd like 
to provide timely and realistic 
funding needs to the [college's] 
budget work group for consider- 
ation,” Counts said. “A second 
objective is to proactively main- 
tain an appropriate and consis- 
tent replacement cycle for lab, 
classroom, office and infrastruc- 
ture hardware and software.” 

Although many students are 
pleased with the new computers

ly use band- 

width manage- 
ment tools to identify users of 
excessive bandwidth [applica- 
tions],” Counts said. “We can 
then make appropriate adjust- 
ments to prioritize network traf- 
fic to allow for a balance of edu- 
cational and recreational traffic.” 

ITS would also like to install 
and maintain better network 
technology to assist in improved 
campus connectivity. 

The college currently relies on 
10Mb residence hall network 
switches in student dormitories 
and plans to replace them with 
100Mb switches over the winter 
break to aid in improved man- 
agement capability. 

“Our long term goal is to have 
a robust campus network with 
reliable connectivity and com- 
munication capability to support 
the needs of the campus com- 
munity,” said Counts.

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Student participation in 
study abroad increases

The office of international 
education has recently experi- 
enced a high increase of interest 
in its study abroad program, 
which, according to Jennifer 
Lund, director of international 
education, has been due to 
encouragement from students 
who have already studied abroad. 

[The students] come back and 
tell their friends what a great 
experience they had so more and 
more people get interested every 
year,” Lund said. 

The main goal of the study 
abroad program is for students to 
grow through immersion in a dif- 
ferent culture. Students are able 
to go to countries that interest 
them through the main study 
abroad channel used by Agnes 
Scott, ISEP (International 
Student Exchange Program) and 
various other programs such as 
Global Awareness, SIT (School 
for International Training). 

Currently, there are 12 Agnes 
Scott students studying abroad in 
nine different countries, includ- 
ing Japan, France, Mexico and 
South Africa. 

During the winter break, 15 
students are set to travel to India 
as part of the Global Awareness 
Program. The India trip is being 
led by Waqas Khwaja, associate 
professor and chair of the 
English department, and 
Rosemary Zumwalt, vice presi- 
dent of academic affairs and dean 
of the college. The students have 
been preparing for the trip all 
semester by taking an Indian lit- 
erature course in Conjunction 


with a course on cultural aware- 
ness. 

Next spring, 48 Agnes Scott 
students will study abroad in 24 
different areas around the world, 
such as Cameroon, United Arab 
Emirates, Scotland, Costa Rica 
and South Korea. 

When applying to study 
abroad, students must take sever- 
al steps to prepare for the pro- 
gram. All students who have 
applied for study abroad go 
through pre-departure orienta- 
tion. This orientation presents 
information on cultural adjust- 
ment and cross-cultural commu- 
nication and training. Students 
are taught how to deal with vari- 
ous issues that will inadvertently 
arise while they are abroad, such 
as issues Anti-Americanism as 
well as misconceptions about 
American women. 

“It is important that women in 
the US. give thought to what 
their images project to other 
countries and to be able to ask 
themselves questions about how 
behavior, beliefs and politeness 
are manifested differently in 
other cultures,” Lund said. 

In order to be eligible to study 
abroad, students must have at 
least a 2.75 grade point average, 
although they are encouraged to 
have a 3.0. Forms and applica- 
tions can be found in the office 
of international education or by 
meeting with Leslie Mashburn 
'02, the study abroad coordinator 
for Agnes Scott. 

The cost to study abroad 
through the college is usually 
comparable to Agnes Scott's 
tuition, but it can vary with dif- 
ferent programs and countries. 


“All the financial aid from 
Agnes Scott College applies 
towards study abroad and they 
helped me find other scholar- 
ships,” said Michelle Turney ‘07, 
who studied in Thailand through 
ISEP and in Bolivia and Chile 
through the Global Connections 
program. 

The past three years saw an 
increase of students going abroad 
from 39 percent of Agnes Scott's 
student body to more than 41 
percent. As a result, the office of 
international education had to 
implement a temporary waiting 
list in order to manage the eligi- 
ble students who were interested 
in study abroad last year. 

“All the students were [eventu- 
ally] placed,” Mashburn said. “It 
is our goal for as many students 
as possible to get a study abroad 
experience.” 

Students who are interested in 
studying abroad are encouraged 
to start researching about it as 
soon as possible. 

“The sooner you start looking 
into it, the better,” said Vallan 
Kanter '07, who studied abroad 
by independently contacting a 
university in St. Petersburg as 
well as in Morocco. 

Many of those who study 
abroad gain more than cultural 
immersion. 

"The main thing‘ gained from 
study abroad is humility,” Turney 
said. “You get to realize how your 
lifestyle affects other people; it 


deepens and reaffirms a desire to _ 


serve and not to live isolated 
from those around you."

The on-campus film shoot attracted controversy from the stu- 
dent population because of the increased presence of campus visi- 
tors and inconvenience of alternate routes to campus buildings. 

President Elizabeth Kiss has stated that the college has plans to 
allocate $50,000 from the Nerds’ earlier film production shoot 
toward a new campus fitness center in the old steam plant.

French widows received only three-quarters pension 
if their husbands died from battle wounds or a mere 
one-half pension sum if he died from infectious disease, 
which often was not enough to keep these women 
financially stable on their own, not to mention if they 
had children. 

Charles presented her project to her professor and 
academic advisor Katharine Kennedy Charles A. Dana 
Professor of History, and her peers on Nov. 8. Charles 
has also enjoyed learning about the topics of her class- 
mates. 

"| love coming to class and learning about other stu- 
dents presentations. It’s so interesting to see how they 
found their topics because clearly it's something they're 
really interested in and passionate about,” Charles said. 

Charles stresses that the history seminar is not a read- 
ing-based class as much as it is a historiography 
research environment. 


Christina DeVit 

PSY 405: Senior Seminar in Psychology 

Psychology major Christina DeVit '07 has 
always been fascinated by human behavior. 
DeVit hopes to one day work intimately with 
teenage girls. This is exactly why DeVit's senior seminar 
proposal is just what the doctor ordered in terms of 
catering to her interests. 

DeVit's research grant proposal closely examines how 
the relationships between teenage girls and their parents 
affect the social choices they make in terms of sexual 
relations,.body image and substance abuse.

MAT 480: Mathematics Seminar 

Not yet decided on a career path, mathe- 
matics-economics and French double major 
Debi Ogulu '07 has chosen her mouthful of a 
major for its versatility for any work field she chooses 
to pursue in the future. 

Unlike most senior seminars, the mathematics-eco- 
nomics seminar does not require a final paper like 
those of the history, English and psychology depart- 
ments. Instead, the four students including Ogulu in 
the class led by Michael G. Wasserman, a lawyer at 
Holt Ney Zatcoff & Wasserman, LLP. tackle up to 
forty word problems of various mathematical chal- 
lenges. 

“The students come from very diverse math back- 
grounds. We haven't taken the same math courses, so 
when we discuss our problem-solving techniques in 
class someone will bring up a theory that they used to 
solve the problem that one of us isn't familiar with.

Within just an hour of finally getting 
home (after a nine hour flight with two 
showings of Tim Allen's The Shaggy Dog), | 
was asked to sum up my experience 
abroad, to say what | had learned from 
my vacation in Munich and my semester 
en Suisse. Groggy, jetlagged and just two 
weeks out from my wedding, | could only 
muster up the brainpower to say that | 
had learned a number of practical foreign 
words (like ein mass weisse bier, bitte) and a lot 
about French literary history. The ques- 
tion returned days and months later and 
my answer evolved; what | had really 
learned, | discovered, was not just the 
Swiss culture or the French language, but, 
instead, how to live on my own, how to. 
shop for groceries and pay rent, how to 
travel without a guide and how to 
accept being American as 
part of me | can't, and 
don't really want, to 
change.

1. Pack lightly. It is listed

What's your definition of feminism? 


Mike Adams, media gadfly and member 
of the libertarian party visited campus last 
week on Noy.28 for a lecture entitled: "I 
Had An Abortion.” The event was hosted 
by student group, Agnes Scott College 
Republicans, who also sponsored a lecture 
last semester by Phyllis Schafly, a promi- 
nent opponent of feminist causes. Both 
events created controversy on campus 
and on public folders. 

Adams spoke of his personal experiences 
at the event, and although his speech 
included outrageously controversial state- 
ments in his speech (likening Planned 
Parenthood founder, Margaret Sanger to a 
“Nazi” and referring to UNC-Greensboro 
as “UNC-Gomorrah’), the lecture was sig- 
nificantly less contentious than his arti- 
cles, which are frequently published on 
Townhall.com 

Much of Adams’ lecture centered on 
pursuing equality among school-spon- 
sored events as opposed to his thoughts 
on feminism, of which he is very critical 
on in his articles. Many students who 
protested the event on public folders crit- 


icized his anti-feminist statements, but 
what was more surprising were the 
women, who, in posts on public folders 
and in conversation, were quick to dis- 
tance themselves from the "feminist" 
movement while attacking Adams’ state- 
ments. Their criticisms were prefaced 
with phrases such as, “I don't consider 
myself a feminist but...” 

In the lecture, when Adams was asked to 
define feminism, he struggled, only stat- 
ing that feminists were "becoming too 
extremist” for definition 

Both Adams and many of the women at 
Agnes Scott must review their definition 
of feminism. In his lecture, Adams chose 
to outline examples of radical feminists 
and categorized the majority of feminists 
as abortion-having, leftist-leaning, man- 
hating elitists. While the sane and logial 
part of the population knows these 
descriptions are unfair and baseless, 
Scotties are doing nothing to defend fem- 
inism must look to discover the true 
meaning of this important-"ism.” 

Agnes Scott's tagline slogan is “the 


world for women.” No matter how you 
define feminism, one has to admit some 
general feminist philosophy in choosing 
to attend a college that professes this 
viewpoint. 

If you were to ask anyone to define fem- 
inism (with the exception of the clearly 
misguided Dr. Adams), the answers reveal 
just how complex this concept is. Should 
we seek to gain gender equality through 
tangible social and economic policies by 
emphasizing the right to equal salaries 
and the same career opportunities? Are 
we too naive to assume that once we win 


these legal battles, the egalitarian mentali- 


ty will naturally follow? 

Feminism has become a touchy subject, 
and deserves more then superficial name 
calling and stereotypical labels. 

A Scottie should begin by asking herself 
why she migh come to the conclusion 
that she herself is “certainly not" a femi- 
nist. Discovering a personal definition of 
the phrase will lead to a better under- 
standing of the cause.

Macon transfer students

Agnes Scott College has enrolled three 
transfer students from Randolph College for 
the spring semester, and has to date received 
three applications for the fall of 2008. 

"It is confirming to work with these young 
women and to find them as impassioned 
about their women's college experience as 
they are,” said Stephanie Balmer, dean of the 
college and associate vice president for 
enrollment management. “I know that they 
will be significant contributors to the Agnes 
Scott community.” 

On Sept. 9, 2006, Randolph-Macon 
Women’s College's board of trustees voted 
27-2 in favor of the decision to go co-ed, the 
decision was prompted by financial concerns 
and the nation’s waning interest in women’s 
colleges. Randolph-Macon, now called 
Randolph College, had been struggling with 
declining enrollment for years. 

"We marched, rallied, rioted, held sit-ins, 
struck classes and the dining hall for almost 
two weeks before giving up,” said Hayley 
Maxwell '10. “We slept on the president's 
front lawn one night. It rained, but the local 
news covered it. We woke her up at 5 a.m. 
and sang school songs.” 

When Mikaela Sheldt '09 visited Agnes 
Scott College, she was struck by the positive 
energy and pride. 

"The women [here] are very directed and 
purposeful,” Sheldt said. 

Upon receiving news of Randolph-Macon’'s 
shift, many of Maxwell and Sheldt’s class- 
mates also decided to leave the school. 
According to Sheldt, some of her friends 


were so infuriated that they chose to leave 
the college mid-semester. 

Maxwell tells a similar story. 

"There is a lot of discontent and unhappi- 
ness still on campus,” Maxwell said. “Many 
upperclassmen have taken the semester off. 
I'm glad I'm not there!" 

Even with substantial financial aid packets 
awarded to 99% of its students, Randolph- 
Macon’s student body was around 700 in 
2006 as opposed to nearly 900 in the 1960s. 


In an interview with CBS News, Randolph- 


Macon’s Interim President Ginger Worden 
stated that the institution's transfer from sin- 
gle-gender education was essential. Because 
fewer than three percent of high school sen- 
iors consider attending single-gender col- 
leges, she claimed, Randolph-Macon would 
have faced imminent bankruptcy. 

“Eventually we would have to go out of 
business,” said Worden. 

Despite this reasoning, news of Randolph- 
Macon’s shift was met with anger and dis- 
may, When trustee president Jolley 
Christman emerged on Sept. 9 to announce 
the board's decision to nearly 400 disgrun- 
tled students and alumnae, many of whom 
wore yellow t-shirts distributed by the 
Student's Coalition to Preserve Women's 
Education, she was scarcely audible over the 
uproar, admidst shouts of “traitors” and the 
waving of banners bearing slogans such as 
“115 Years of Women Can't be Wrong” and 
"No Boys Allowed.” 

This decline mirrors a national trend. 
According to the Women's College 
Coalition, approximately 60 women's col- 
leges remain of the 300 that operated forty 
years ago.

| embarked to India on a global awareness trip with 15 
other students and two professors for a 21-day tour of 
Northern India. Despite a semester of academic study, 
nothing prepared me for the intense poverty | saw in the 
small beggar children at the train station wearing only t- 
shirts in the middle of winter, carrying babies who 
grabbed hungrily at the biscuits we offered to them. 
Even though we were warned against giving money to 
the beggars, it was another thing to look away when 
constantly accosted by hungry little voices tugging at 
our shirts and our heartstrings. “Money” is sometimes the 
only English word they know. | had so many feelings of 
guilt that | had so much when they had so little. 

The most vivid memory | have of India is trekking 
through the streets of big cities like Delhi. It was a surre- 
al experience, being part of a mess of people, animals, 
cows, goats, yellow autocars, rickshaws and automobiles 
that that somehow managed to run fluidly. When | had 
to cross the road, there were times | just had to take a 
deep breath, close my eyes, and pray that | would make 
it somehow to the other side. Then there were those 
persistent hawkers on the street, most of them men who 
displayed their tacky wares—chess sets, pipes, bracelets, 
postcards, fake designer goods— endlessly beckoning us 
to step into their shops: “Memsahib [madam], come 
here! | sell you best price!” 

| remember men loitering in the streets gawking openly 
at us as we filed by, following us and peppering us with 
questions about where we came from, Was | Japanese? 
Korean? Nepalese? Thai? The little children ran after us, 
breaking out in friendly smiles and waves, and sometimes 
blowing kisses, imitating what they saw on television. | 
had been so used to the sterility and isolation of the 
American landscape. India in contrast awakened the 
senses, steeped in color, aroma, movement and noise. | 
will never, ever forget that feeling. I felt alive. 

Amidst the silks and pashminas in a little street bazaar 
shop in Varanasi, we had found a kitschy little t-shirt 
with the saying “sab kuch milega,” or simply that “every- 
thing is possible.” It is an attitude that encapsulates the 
Indian people who seem to possess a passion for living 
despite or perhaps because of all the hardships. It has 
also been a personal wake-up call for my own life, and | 
have returned with a newfound appreciation for all that 
I'm blessed with.

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Valentine's Day may be a time to spend 
with your significant other, but for the 
first time ever, more women in the United 
States are living without a spouse than 
there are getting married. 

In his Jan. 16 New York Times article, 
writer Sam Roberts discusses new Census 
Bureau findings which state that currently 
51 percent of women in the United States 
are living without a spouse. The number 
has risen steadily, from 35 percent in 
1950 to 49 percent in 2000 

The article discusses several factors that 
are driving the shift: "At one end of the 
age spectrum, women are marrying later 
or living with unmarried partners more 
often and for longer periods, At the other 
end, women are living longer as widows 
and, after a divorce, are more likely than 
men to delay remarriage, sometimes 
delighting in their newfound freedom.” 

Could it be that women are finally real- 
izing what Scotties have already known: 
that marriage isn't the only answer? 

Many of the women interviewed in the 
article are middle-aged and are single, in 
monogamous relationships or divorced. 
Perhaps most interestingly, the women in 
committed relationships have no inten- 
tion of actually “tying the knot" or in 
some cases, even moving in with their 
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object of affection. 

Experts say that this continuing trend 
marks the beginning of women becoming 
“less dependent on men or on the institu- 
tion of marriage.” 

William H. Frey; a demographer with 
the Brookings Institution, a research 
group in Washington, described the shift 
as ''a clear tipping point, reflecting the 
culmination of post-1960 trends associat- 
ed with greater independence and more 
flexible lifestyles for women." 

"Younger women understand this better, 
and are preparing to live longer parts of 
their lives alone or with nonmarried part- 
ners. For many older boomer and senior 
women, the institution of marriage did 
not hold the promise they might have 
hoped for, growing up in an ‘Ozzie and 
Harriet’ era,” said Frey. 

Although balancing a marriage and a 
career may have been a challenge for our 
mothers, many students at Agnes Scott 
don't seem to foresee their futures ofone 
without the other. That's not to say it will 
be easier for our generation, only that the 
majority of women now don't seem to 
want to choose. 

And why would we? 57 percent of col- 
lege students in the U.S. are women and 
that number is only growing larger, while

national statistics forecast a continued 


decline in the percentage of males on-col- 


lege campuses. Women are educating 
themselves in greater numbers than 
before and are far outpacing men. 

The Valentine's holiday might remind 
some of the qualities she is looking for in 


a mate. Surely a well-educated, independ- 


ent and feisty woman would seek a mate 
with a similar background, but as the gap 
between the numbers of men and women 
attending college continues to grow, 
where should she look? Women are 
choosing a single, Sex and the City modern 
lifestyle as opposed to entering into the 
institution of marriage because they are 
finding success on their own terms.

Throughout the month of January, 
MTYV, the proud creators of Sweet Sixteen, 
Real World: Key West and Made, premiered a 
new season of original programming, 
adding to its reality repertoire Dancelife 
with Jennifer Lopez, True Life: I'm a Sumo - 
Wrestler and a thirty-minute Monday night 
special inappropriately titled Engaged and 
Underage. The fledging series features cou- 
ples between the ages of 18 and 21 as 
they plan their weddings, get married and 
start their lives together, two times out of 
three ending up in a trailer behind their 
parents’ houses. The show, with its pre- 
programmed structure, catchy theme song 
and nail-biting drama, attempts to show- 
case the struggles and realities of marry- 
ing young in a Sex and the City themed 
world, but does not really do justice to 
the couples themselves or to the unions 
they are entering. Instead, the budding 
reality show focuses on the disapproval of 
moms, brothers and friends and the sex 
the couples will be able to have guilt-free 
after the wedding. The couples’ engage- 
ments, weddings, and marriages are 
scrunched into thirty minutes of television 
and we, the viewers, are left with a 
vignette of stereotypes about feuding fam- 
ilies, meddling mother-in-laws and exactly 
what it means to get married young. 

My own ten-month engagement did not 
feel much longer than thirty minutes, but 
in the end, after formulating guest lists 
and deciding between spring rolls and 
spinach dip, what it meant to get married 
young was no different than what it 
meant to get married - it meant legally 
that | could file taxes jointly and take on a 
new last name and it meant, more impor- 
tantly, all the giddy things that come 
along with committing myself to the per- 
son | love: the prospect of life together at 
60 and the chance to grow with each 
other, to be open to all possibilities and 
follow them relentlessly together. Being 
19, to me, only wound up meaning that 
technically | shouldn't have had that half 
glass of celebratory champagne. 

MTV's reality/documentary hybrid 
would tend to disagree that my age didn’t 
make a difference, the existence of the 
show itself making the idea of marrying 
young akin to the idea of having bulimia 
or getting extensive plastic surgery to 
look like Brad Pitt, something rare and 
mostly dangerous. Marriage, even at 19, 
is not so dangerous; it is beautifully mun- 
dane, it is decisions about whether to buy 
one or two cans of tomato sauce, discus- 
sions about rent, kisses before bed, mak- 


ing up after fights, love unconditional. 
Age doesn't have much to do with it; age, 
like my officiant, and bridesmaid's mom, 
said so sincerely ‘during the ceremony, is 
not a handicap, but an advantage. 

Engaged and Underage doesn't say much 
about that possible advantage and sadly 
represents the media and majority opinion 
on those of us opting to marry before 
we've finished college or decided on our 
career paths. While most of my friends 
and peers at Agnes Scott and at home 
smiled and said congratulations, the ques- 
tion that Engaged and Underage is about - 
why so young and why now - was ever- 
present during my engagement and has 
yet to disap- 
pear all 
together. | 
shy away 
when I am 
asked why 
now, mutter- 
ing the num- 
bers, the five 
and a half 
years we 
dated before 
we got mar- 
ried, the 
twelve plus 
months we 
spent in dif- 
ferent cities 
and different 
countries to 
get to know 
ourselves 
and each 
other in the

wait. | was ready, I had thought it 
through, we had plans for how to pay 
rent and buy a bed, and despite not being 
24 or 27 or 32, | was old enough for me. 

The plans for how to pay for groceries 
and where exactly to live, however, the 
thinking it through, are not at all dis- 
played in MTV's version of getting mar- 
ried under 21. The couples featured, 
instead, site sex and independence as rea- 
sons for getting married. Each of them is 
mega-religous, using similar religious 
beliefs to justify their compatibility. Most 
of them are virgins, admitting that being 
able to have sex is a (rather big) part of 
their reasoning for getting married. Two 
out of the three couples, after only two 
months of marriage, end up living in the 


backyards of their parents’ houses, not 
having thought through finances and not 
having bargained for what would happen 
after they said “I do” and had sex for the 
first time. 

While I don’t doubt that the couples fea- 
tured really do love each other and are 
taking marriage seriously (in fact, Chantal 
from episode three's diary cam comments 
were similar to what I'm sure | bothered 
my bridesmaid's with the night before my 
wedding), | do doubt their preparation for 
what actually is a life-altering decision 
and life-long comittment. MTV, in their 
brillant judgement, has chosen couples 
whose behavoir can't stand up against the 

questions of 
why now 
and what 


happens after, and in editing the drama, 
the fights and the trailors, they portray 
the couples, and young marriage itself, as 
something that can't stand up to the ques- 
tions. 

But I, after saying | do and promising 
like Whitman to travel alongside my hus- 
band through life, do. J stand up to those 
questions, and | can only hope that 
MTV's version of being engaged and 
“underage” is shortlived and scrutinized 
because here, without the bright lights 
and cameras, without the facade of rel- 
gion or the desperate need to have sex 
with God's approval, here, in Atlanta, in a 
tiny, tiny apartment, is the true story of 
getting married young.

President provides answers to questions about 
Board of Trustees’ decision to increase tuition 


The Agnes Scott College Board of Trustees voted 
to increase tuition by 5.6 percent. In a message to 
students and the rest of the Agnes Scott community, 
President Elizabeth Kiss expressed her confidence in 
the Board's decision. 

"We are pleased that [the increase] is considerably 
lower than last year's increase of 8.3 percent and 
also that it is lower than last year's average increase 
nationally for colleges and universities of 5.9 per- 
cent," Kiss said 

Tuition will cost $36,737 in total. $26,6000 will go 
towards tuition, $9,350 for room and board, $175 
for the student activity fee, $200 for the technology 


fee and $412 for the student health insurance pack- 
age 

President Kiss also stressed that the board had 
tried to keep the increase as minimal as possible 

"I want to-assure you that the trustees and the 
administration of the college are committed to keep- 
ing increases in student fees.as low as possible, while 
maintaining competitive salaries for faculty and staff 
and ensuring the quality of an Agnes Scott educa- 
tion," said Kiss.

community” Sergeant Greg 
Scott said. “We're big on perse- 
cutions so we need help from the 
community... to be our eyes and 
ears to bring these perpetrators 
to justice.” 

Public safety feels that the 
events surrounding the robbery 
are suspicious at best. With stu- 
dents constantly using campus 
computers it is unlikely that this 
crime went unnoticed. The mon- 
itors were too bulky to incon- 
spicuously stash in a backpack or 
purse, There was an absence of 
any definitive evidence, and only 
a propped open door in Hopkins 
with some slight wear and tear 
seemed out of the ordinary, 

“This is a very frustrating case. 
It is hard to figure out who is 
doing this without the proper 
[evidence]. This is precisely why 
the reward is being offered,” said 
Agnes Scott alum and environ- 
mental officer Amy Lanier, '72. 

Inman and Hopkins residents 
are equally frustrated by the 
thefts and plan on locking their 
doors to circumvent any further 
incidents. 

“Tam wondering if it was 
someone in the school or not. 
There are always guys wandering 
in our building [unaccompanied]. 
Security is kind of lax," says 
Inman resident Alison Schultz, 
‘08. 

However, other residents do 
not plan on changing their habits 
regarding safety on campus. 

“| was a little bit concerned 
{about the thefts], but it didn’t 
make me change or start locking 
my door,” said Irene Poddard ‘09. 
"| think people should be honor- 
able regardless. It doesn't make 
me feel any less safe on campus.” 

Currently, Sergeant Leverette is 
taking responsibility for the case 


and hoping to discover new 

leads through interviewing stu- 
dents, faculty, and other mem- 
bers of the campus community. 

T understand how important 
the honor code is but it is now 
time to be practical and weary 
locking doors and watching your 
personal possessions,” said 
Lanier. 

Information Technology 
Services (ITS) has also been hard 
at work replacing the stolen 
monitors with brand new com- 
puters. They also plan on utiliz- 
ing new technology, such as 
lockdown straps which lock the 
computer to the table, to prevent 
more computers from being 
stolen. 
~ "We use lockdown straps to 
discourage equipment theft. ITS 
staff have gone to each residence 
hall lab and locked down the 
computers. We will be expanding 
the equipment lockdown to 
other campus computer labs after 
we receive additional supplies” 
said LaNeta Counts, director of 
ITS. 

Judicial Board President Ashlee 
Rhodes ‘07 is intent on uphold- 
ing the Honor Code on campus. 
She expressed concern about the 
situation and how it would affect 
students’ perception of the 
Honor Code. 

Rhodes wants to remind stu- 
dents how important upholding 
the Honor Code is, and if they 
have any information they 
should speak with Public Safety 
immediately. 

“Whoever took them should be 
severely punished,” Rhodes said. 
“Not only is stealing a serious 
honor code offense, you're steal- 
ing from the school you're sup- 
posed to be respecting.” 


New online networking opportunity 
made available for Agnes students

"We will accomplish everything we ever wanted to 
accomplish in life by sharing the best of what we have with 
each other,” said Janet Hanson, the founder of 85 Broads, a 
powerful network of professional, graduate and undergrad- 
uate women. Her passion to create a space for women of 
all ages to learn from one another and bring about mutual 
success has grown into a network of 16,000 women from 
numerous countries, generations and areas of intellectual 
and professional experience. 

As of December 2006, Agnes Scott College.is a privi- 
leged member of Broad to Be, the undergraduate portion of 
85 Broads. 

Hansen, a former salesperson and vice president for 
Goldman Sachs, initially created the 85 Broads network in 
1997 to provide former and current Goldman Sachs 
women a place to meet, learn, and teach each other about 
the business world. While a majority of the professional 
and graduate women in the network are concentrated in 
the business sector, Janet Hansen points out that, “Every 
woman needs to have someone with a business background 
in their network," because there is simply no professional 


field where a student with knowledge about finance, entre- 
preneurship and business would not stand out. 

Agnes Scott College's Director of Alumnae Relations, 
Kim Vickers '87 initiated contact with Janet Hanson after 
reading an article about the Broad to Be program at 
Wheaton College, Hanson's alma mater. Vickers originally 
reached out to Hanson to be a speaker at the College's 
annual Leadership Conference, but the conversation quick- 
ly turned to 85 Broad's interest in expanding the network 
further into the South.

The Office of Career Planning On-campus is another” 


resource for students who want to learn how to network 
and reach out to women through 85 Broads. Director of 
Career Planning at Agnes Scott, Catherine Neiner, 
explains, “A career is so much more than what you do.

President Kiss moderated the 
first of a series of campus-wide ~ 
discussions about Agnes Scott's 
new strategic plan on Friday, Feb. 
16 during community hour in 
lower Evans Hall. 

Friday's discussion brought 
together many faculty, staff and 
administration members, and stu- 
dents. Many diverse ideas were 
raised during the meeting. 
Rosemary Cunningham, chair of 
the economics department, kicked 
off the discussion by emphasizing 
the need for a center devoted to 
quantitative skills modeled after 
Agnes Scott's Center for Writing 
and Speaking. 

*"A center focused on aiding stu- 
dents studying quantitative skills 
will help women break into the 
math and science fields,” 
Cunningham said. “We need to 
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move this idea beyond conversa- 
tion.” : 

President Kiss also emphasized 
the necessity of such bold ideas to 
the successful future of the col- 
lege. 

"We can't take this college to the 
next level if we're not willing to 
take risks. We have to be auda- 
cious,” Kiss said. “Bold plans 
attract students as well as fund- 
ing.” 

Another center will focus on 
increasing women's leadership on 
a global scale. 

"By far, the sexiest part of the 
new strategic plan is the Center 
for Women's Global Leadership,” 
said Donna Sadler, chair of the art 
history department. 

The college hopes the center 
will help enhance Agnes Scott's 
national reputation as a premier 
women's college and serve as a 
catalyst for its efforts to champion 
women's education. 

Stephanie Balmer, dean of admis- 
sion and vice president of enroll- 
ment management, sees positive 
results for the college with the 
creation of the Center for 
Women's Global Leadership. 

“The center will be a tipping 
point for the college,” Balmer said. 


“It has the potential to really 
impact recruiting; it will help 
introduce more young women 
from around the nation to Agnes 
Scott.” 

Campbell Hall is being consid- 
ered as a possible location for the 
Center for Women’s Global 
Leadership. 

"It will be very important in the 
future to have a physical location 
for the center,” said Kiss. 

The new plans for the college 
also aim to reinforce a positive 
quality of life and help open up 
new opportunities for students on 
campus. 

"We want to remind students 
that what they're doing here can 
help them in the world," said 
James Diedrick, associate dean of 
the college. “We want to give 
them a global perspective; to 
make sure students know that tak- 
ing on leadership roles on campus 
will ultimately help them become 
global leaders.” 

President Kiss echoes this senti- 
ment and hopes the goals of the 
new strategic plan will help bring 
this idea to fruition, 

"We ultimately want to give stu- 
dents'a sense of larger possibili- 
ties,” Kiss said.

The women of Agnes Scott's class of 2007 have kept 
busy this year completing a wide and exciting range of 
work for senior seminar courses. These seminars are the 
capstone courses of each department and represent each 
student's culmination of work in her respective major. 
Here's a brief look at what three members of the senior 
class have been up to: 


Gwendolyn 
Shearer '07 wraps 
up her senior semi- 
nar coursework in 
biology this April 
during Agnes 
Scott's annual 
Spare day, when 
she will present her 
work to the cam- 
pus community. 
Her presentation is 
tentatively titled 
“Death 
Investigation at the 
Fulton County 
Medical Examiner's 
Office: The Real 
CSI." Shearer 
designed an internship with the Medical Examiner's 
Office in downtown Atlanta to fulfill the requirements of 
her seminar. She logged over 12 hours each week last 
summer and fall, spending a good deal of those hours in 
the autopsy suite. 

“My most important task was assisting with autopsies, 
which includes evisceration, organ removal, obtaining 
blood, urine and vitreous fluid, correct usage of the 
Stryker saw, collecting evidence in cases involving gun- 
shot wounds and/or rape and fingerprinting,” Shearer 
said. "I didn't expect to get so much ‘hands-on’ experi- 
ence.” 

Through her internship, Shearer has gained training as 
a forensic technician and she has been offered a position 
with the Medical Examiner's Office upon graduation in 
May. She admits, though, that working there could be 
taxing at times. 

“Though most of the deceased were middle-aged or 
older, there were occasional teenagers and young adults,” 
she said. “Although most of the deaths were not violent, 
I did observe homicides and suicides. Dealing with these 
cases on a day-to-day basis is emotionally stressful.” 

Shearer also observed the Deputy Chief Medical 
Examiner's testimony during a homicide case at the 
Fulton County Courthouse over the summer. She also

kept a journal detailing her observations at the Medical 
Examiner's Office and helped with an epidemiological 
study of Hepatitis C and HIV/AIDS. For up-and-coming 
seniors, Shearer advises choosing their area of research 
thoughtfully and with care. 

"| advise students to do their seminar in something they 
are truly interested in and passionate about,” she said. 
“The seminar can be a great opportunity if you put forth 
the effort to make it one.” 


Jennie Lurie '07, meanwhile, is a senior with mixed feel- 
ings about her senior seminar experience. 

™ Although she completed her senior seminar in 

English literature last semester, she did so with 

a few bumps along the way. 

No one ever said, after all, that senior semi- 
nars would be easy; the English literature semi- 
nar, in fact, is one of the most writing-intensive courses 
at Agnes Scott, with many final projects in excess of 30 
pages. Lurie has felt, probably better than anyone, the 
weight of this hefty project; just a few days before she 
was due to submit her final project, her flash disk mal- 
functioned and erased all of her work from the fall 
semester. 

“The rest of that week went by in a blur,” Lurie said. “I 
was living on a restricted sleep schedule; | would only 
take one to two hour naps so | could retype my senior 
paper.

But despite her 
rush to finish it, she 
still finds benefits in 
many aspects of her 
seminar experience. 

“English is a hard 
major but it can be 
rewarding in the 
end,” she said. “Even 
after all of the trials 
I faced during the 
seminar, I still love my major and adore Burney’s novel.” 

Senior English majors celebrated the conclusion of their 
projects at a festive party hosted by Christine Cozzens, 
professor of English. Schmoozing with their mentors in 
the English department over delicious food and drink 


provided a relaxing end to an intense semester of writing 
for many English majors. 

To help ensure a smooth experience, Lurie offers some 
practical but life-saving advice.

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David Karsten Daniels’ unique Southern Ee 
A review of the artist’s latest album Sharp Teet

If you happened to attend the opening 
night of the art exhibit Blackbird on Your 
Shoulder in the Dalton Gallery back in 
October, you have mostly like seen 
David Karsten Daniels before. The 
singer/songwriter released his fourth 
album, Sharp Teeth, Feb. 20 through Fat 
Cat Records, a British label. By chance, 
‘he and his band were invited to perform 
at the last minute at the reception 
because of a recommendation from one 
of the other scheduled bands. His music 
is often described as “epic folk,” with sto- 
ries of a South “haunted by religion but 
unable to find answers in its Bible." 

The album cover is startling, but sums 
up the album as a whole. Drawn and 
painted by North Carolina artist Beth 
Tacular, it is somewhat reminiscent of a 
Frida Kahlo painting, with a man munch- 
ing on the exposed intestines of the 
woman lying in front of him. The two 
figures are drawn in the middle of a calm 
forest under a starry night. This image is 
only a preview of the startling violence 
that appears from time to time on this 
album, although it

talked about the album and how it 
was about human disconnect and innate 
nature. The cover is what see came up 


with after those discussions. I think it's 
perfect,” Daniels said. 

Repetition is a common theme for this 
album, and the opener, “The Dream 
Before The Ring That Woke Me”, is a 
perfect example. Daniels sings as other 
voices filter in, “There is a joy that you 
can't contain, there is a feeling you just 
can't explain.” The single line becomes a 
mantra as the song grows and compli- 
cates, gaining momentum and volume 
until it eventually creates an overwhelm- 
ing wall of many strings and voices, only

to fade again in preparation for the rest of 
the album. 

The only song on Sharp Teeth that could 
even remotely be called mid-tempo is 
“American Pastime,” an upbeat burst on an 
otherwise somber album. Daniels’ high, 
clear voice has a strength and wide appeal 
that many of his contemporaries lack. It 
doesn't have the warbly shakiness of 
Devendra Banhart, nor the harsh nasality 
of the Decemberists’ Colin Meloy, and it 
immediately draws listeners into songs 
like “American Pastime.” Although the 


lyrics of this song seem to bounce 
playfully along, they are shaded 
darker and darker until, “If | had 
you on the ground to make you 
surrender all your rounds, you'd 
reach so fast just to comply. But in 
j my fear and in my haste, your will- 
ingness | would mistake as you 
quickly reaching for your knife. 
Oh, I'd pepper bullets across your 
spine.” The “human disconnect” 
that Daniels describes is magnified 
by this violent metaphor about 
miscommunication, 

"Minnows’ is a striking track that 
shows off Daniels’ skill and imagi- 
nation with arrangement. It begins 
quietly in a way similar to “The 
Dream” but without vocals, Each 
individual instrument plays a sim- 
ple, repetitive pattern, but together 
they mesh into a chaotic flurry of 
sound. 

“| worked on the arrangements 
much like the way an illustrator 
might sketch many similar lines 
and then go over them afterward, 
choosing which ones to bring out, 
but sometimes leaving the 
weaker/lighter marks behind as 
well," said Daniels. 

Finally, the song breaks and soar- 
ing, multi-layered vocals take over 
with murky lyrics like, “And in the 
dark, our touching is anonymous. 
| am the shark, drinking blood and 
drowning us.” 

With Daniels’ themes of painful relation- 
ships and the dark side of human nature, 
Sharp Teeth does indeed have the bite that 
its title suggests. But just like the deep- 
rooted religion that runs through the 
South, violence and pain can be used to 
illuminate the truth.

Books on Philosophy

Mortal Questions by Thomas Nagel is

dents. “It's written by a first-rate 
philosopher and deals with practical 
problems,” said Professor David 
Behan. Nagel covers topics ranging 
from death and equality to the 
absurd. 

Cosmopolitan, Ethics in a World of 
Strangers by Kwame Anthony Appiah 
is a recent discussion on ethics, 
which is readable and timely. 
“Appiah makes a good case that 
there still exists some universal moral 
code that can be applied,” said 
Professor Thorsrud. 

Moral Literacy: How to Do the Right 
Thing is a fun, lively, well written, 
and thought-provoking book by 
Colin McGinn. “It assumes absolute- 
ly no previous experience studying 
philosophy and no professor is 
required," said Assistant Professor 
Lara Denis. Among the chapter 
headings are abortion, sex, violence, 
drugs, censorship, animals, and 
virtue. 

Ludwig Wittgenstein, The Duty of Genius 
is a fascinating philosophical biogra- 
phy of one of the greatest philoso- 
phers of the 20" century, written by 
Ray Monk.

Recent thefts of campus computers have 
prompted an array of responses from the 
Agnes Scott community, ranging from 
disbelief to surprise to indifference. 
However, the more compelling aspect of 
the computer theft case is the situation in 
which Agnes Scott College finds itself- 
reconsidering how seriously the Agnes 
Scott community, particularly the student 
body, regards the Honor Code 

Six computers were taken from different 
locations around the campus, including 
McCain Library and the Inman and 
Hopkins dormitories, These are incredi- 
bly conspicuous locations, and it seems 
impossible to believe the theft went com- 
pletely unnoticed. Students are wandering 
around campus and dorms during all 
hours of the night. Someone should have 
seen some sort of activity worth reporting 
to Public Safety, whether it was in the 
dorms or outside the library. The stolen 
computers were old, bulky Gateways and 
would be hard to take without being seen 
at some point. 

Agnes Scott College Public Safety sent 
an email on February 15 offering a $500 


reward to anyone who had any informa- 
tion. It is possible that a student, or stu- 
dents, who may have witnessed suspicious 
activity believed it to be nothing worth 
reporting. However, now that Public 
Safety has issued a request for informa- 
tion and a reward, there is no reason a 
witness should hesitate to come forward.

bubble. It's true that students’ feel safe 
leaving their laptops in the library unat- 
tended for long periods of time. They 
also know that if they were to lose some- 
thing or leave it somewhere, it would 
more than likely show up in a lost and 
found or at Public Safety. 
Everyday the student body uses and 
trusts the honor code. When we leave our 
rooms in the morning, we don't lock our 
doors. We leave our computers out in our 
rooms or unattended in the library. We 


keep our mailboxes open. We leave our 
belongings out on the dining tables in 
Evans. We are allowed to have take-home 
tests and self-scheduled exams. 

The institution of the Honor Code 
makes it possible for students to put a sig- 
nificant amount of trust in the honesty 
and integrity of their fellow students. 
Now, students aré beginning to question 
their own safety and the safety or their 
belongings on campus, Because of the 
institution of the Honor Code, a crime of 
this caliber, or any crime for that matter, 
should not happen on our campus. When 
we took the Honor Pledge of Agnes Scott 
College, we said: “| considered myself 
bound by honor to develop and uphold 
high standards of honesty and behavior,” 
and it is important to remember those 
words at all times, not just when the 
Honor Code has been breached. 

At a time when the Honor Code is 
being called into question, it is of utmost 
importance that the Agnes Scott students 
and community works to uphold the stan- 
dards which make our Honor Code so 
great.

Credit card horror stories from 
college students come in all 
shapes and $izes 

An anonymous Scottie shares 
that, “This summer | had a credit 
card and carried it with me 
everywhere. | racked up $800 of 
debt in one month on fast food 
and little things that | wouldn't 
have bought if | hadn't taken the 
plastic with me.” 

Every week, college students 
around the country and at Agnes 
Scott receive numerous offers to 
sign up for credit cards 

Companies deliberately solicit 
to college students because ill- 
informed young people are easy 
targets. So keep reading and 
become informed. 

The average undergraduate has 
$2 200 in credit card debt, 
according to the nation's largest 
student loan lender, Nellie Mae. 
Many students think that they 
can spend the money now and 
pay back debt with their salaries 
after college. In reality, salaries 
are often lower than expected, 
living expenses are higher than 
anticipated, and student loans 
may complicate credit card debt 

According to an article by Lucy

Lazarony of Bankrate.com, enti 
tled Credit Cards Teaching 
Students a Costly Lesson, “by 
sticking to minimum payments it 
would take a student more than 
12 years and $1,115 in interest 
to pay off a $1,000 bill on a card 
with an 18 percent annual rate.” 

Credit cards typically offered 
to college students often have 
high annual percentage rates 
which makes delay in payments 
extremely detrimental 

Adria Toliver '08 cautions, 
your bill on time and know 
when your introductory rate 
ends. All it takes is one late bill 
to increase your rate dramatical- 
ly.” 

In the long run, high credit 
card debt diminishes a student's 
chances of obtaining other cred- 
it, which can prevent the pur- 
chase of a car or qualification for 
a home loan after college 

One of the best ways to build 
credit and prevent debt is to 
hold only one credit card with a 
very low credit limit. Follow the 
procedure of BankBoston, an 
issuer of credit cards, and cap 
spending limits at no more than 
$300. Visa, MasterCard and 
American Express all have sites 
dedicated to informing students 
about how to handle credit cards

Agnes Scott's allocating com- 
mittee also has positions avail- 
able to students. 

“It's a great opportunity for 
leadership but unfortunately, 
most students aren't aware of 
the position,” McKnight said. 

The allocating committee 
allows two students to work 
with the board of trustees and 
the president to allocate annual 
funds for the various student 
organizations on campus 
Students in this position can 
lobby for different funding 
amounts they feel would benefit 


effectively 

Not all students are misin- 
formed or mishandle their 
money. Credit cards have the 
potential to help students build 
strong credit records and learn 
to manage finances 

Another current student at 
Agnes Scott anonymously said, “I 
have never been in debt and I do 
have credit cards. What I do is 
use them to purchase gas and 
food and rarely anything else 
unless in an emergency. The 
moment | make a purchase | 
mark in my check book that | 
spent the money with a note 
that it was through a credit card 
purchase. This way, | don't over- 
spend because I know exactly 
what I have in my account.” 

Visa USA also provides a great 
set of rules for students that are 
interested in building credit, but 
fear debt. The company encour- 
ages that students formulate 
monthly budgets, monitor bills 
and leave room for unexpected 
expenses. 

When opening an account, be 
clear about the agreements 
established to avoid fees and 
penalties, opt for a low credit 
limit, and do not spend to that 
limit except in case of emer- 
gency. Highlight the payment

SGA has also been at work on 
new projects this year that 
include bringing fair trade cof- 
fee to the Black Cat Café in 
Alston Student Center. Fair 
trade coffee became available 
earlier this month for the first 
time at Agnes Scott. While 
slightly more expensive than 
the non-fair trade coffee prod- 
ucts available at Black Cat, the 
introduction of fair trade coffee 
represents a step towards bring- 
ing more options to the college 
community.

due date on bills and credit

Late payments also incur fees 
and penalties. Be aware of the 
minimum payment so that at 
least that amount can be paid off" 
each month.

Whether credit cards are 
exploitive or appropriate mecha- 
nisms for building credit, stay 
informed and do not spend what 
you can't pay off. Otherwise the 
pizza you paid for with a slice of 
plastic might give you indiges- 
tion far into the future.

A few months ago, a campus-wide sur- 
vey was circulated to determine which 
themes would be central to the “Women's 
Study Focused Project.” The proposed 
topics included prostitution of girls in 
the Metro Atlanta area, immigrants’ 
rights in the Metro Atlanta area, raising 
funds for girls’ education in Afghanistan 
and clean water projects in Sub-Saharan 
Africa. 

Over 2500 students, faculty and staff 
took part in the poll, with 71.3 percent 
of voters favoring the women’s study ini- 
tiative on prostitution of girls in the 
metro Atlanta area. 

"In as early as 24-48 hours, runaway 
girls living on the streets will be recruit- 
ed as prostitutes by pimps,” said 
Elizabeth Hackett, associate professor of 
women's studies & philosophy. 

Hackett and Isa Williams, assistant pro- 
fessor of women's studies and director of 
experiential learning teamed up with the 
Stephanie Davis, advisor for the Office 
of the Mayor on women's issues to raise 
awareness in the community about pros- 
titution of female minors in the greater 
Atlanta area. 

“| think that most folks want to under- 
stand the history of this issue and what's 
being done in addition to what more we 
can do,” Williams said. 

To kick-off Women's History Month, 
Cheron Crouch, co-coordinator of 
CEASE, a support center for victims of 
domestic violence and sexual assault, 
under the jurisdiction of the Juvenile 
Justice Fund, conducted an educational 
session on campus. Crouch led a post- 


film discussion following a short film by 
Rachel Lloyd, founder of Girls 
Educational and Mentoring Services,. 
The film, entitled The Making of a Girl, 
portrays an in-depth journey of a hypo- 
thetical American preteen enduring a life 
of sex trafficking, abuse, and sexual 
exploitation 

According to an online report collabo- 
rated by the Atlanta Women’s Agenda, 
"Hidden in Plain View: The Commercial 
Sexual Exploitation of Girls in 
Atlanta,’Atlanta has a thriving adult 
entertainment industry loaded with strip 
clubs, sex shops and escort services 
Consequently, emotionally and physical- 
ly abandoned children from outlying 
areas are particularly inclined to trade 
sex for a living 

“Tl met with Hackett, Williams and oth- 
ers a couple of months ago to develop a 
strategy for Agnes Scott's engagement on 
this issue. I’m so honored by this,” Davis 
said, 

On March 29, Davis will speak on the 
report, "The Commercial Sexual 
Exploitation of Girls in Atlanta: What 
can We Do to Address this Issue?" in the 
Fireplace lounge to commemorate the 
end of Women’s History Month. 

Davis also urges students to take action 
with the Georgia General Assembly on 
Wednesday, March 28 at the Georgians 
Against Child Prostitution and 
Trafficking Lobby Day. A brief lobby 
training will be provided followed by a 
walk to the Capitol inviting key legisla- 
tors propose a budget for a new facility 
to provide emergency care, assessment 
and crisis intervention to girls who are 
picked up for being prostituted to help 
victimized girls regain their childhoods.

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Agnes Scott’s recycling 
program gets a jump start

As environmental problems 
mount worldwide, Associate 
Dean of Students, Michelle 
Hall, envisions an Agnes 
Scott College that is “greener 
than the grass.” The expan- 
sion of the Agnes Scott recy- 
cling program, launched last 
November, brings the cam- 
pus several shades closer. 

The changes include an 
expanded list of recyclable 
items and locations on cam- 
pus. Every Thursday evening, 
Bria Washington '09 and 
other student Environmental 
Residents (ERs) across cam- 
pus gather Life cereal boxes, 
New York Times newspapers, 
Snapple bottles, and other 
recyclable items from the res- 
idence halls. The ERs unload 
this colorful hodgepodge of 
materials into black outdoor 
recycling bins and tug them 
to a pick-up site on campus, 
where the items begin their 
journey toward reuse. As 
Americans throw away more 
than 671,000 tons of trash 
every day, the improvements 
in Agnes Scott's recycling 
hearten many environmental- 
ly-conscious Scotties, eager 
to lighten the load on the 
landfills. 

“T really like being not 
wasteful, but resourceful,” 
said Washington. 

"It's awesome and it makes 
it look like we're proactive 
and really becoming a green 
campus," said Alison 


Etheridge ‘09. 


The Agnes Scott community can now recycle paper, aluminum 
cans, cardboard, glass bottles, plastic (types 1 and 2) bottles or 
containers, chipboard, tin cans, metal coffee cans, newspapers and 
magazines. These items can be commingled in the small blue bins 
inside residence halls or the large outdoor black bins; Dreamsan, 
Inc. recycling trucks pick up the items every Friday. 

Dean Hall spearheaded the Environmental Residents program in 
Sept. 2006 and expanded the recyclable list last November. But, as 
some long-employed Agnes Scott faculty will attest, Agnes Scott's 
recycling story began 17 years ago. 

In the early 1990s, said Myrtle Lewin, professor of mathematics, 
she and a few environmentally-active students would fill up their 
cars with recyclable items and drive to a recycling center. 

Although makeshift, “it was incredibly meaningful...very hands- 
on and student-driven,” said Lewin, "We weren't just recycling; we 
were learning about environmental issues,” 

Student enthusiasm about the environment imbued Agnes Scott 
in the early 1990s, said Lewin. She laughed as she told stories 
about students crushing cans on the Alston patio for an inter-dorm 
can competition or driving newspaper-filled trucks onto a huge 
weighing scale at a recycling center. 

But after four or five years of rich environmental enthusiasm on 
campus, Lewin said, “it just vanished.” Most of the recycling efforts 
on campus faded without student support. 

Part of the explanation may have been a national phenomenon, 
said Lewin. “As [recycling] began to get institutionalized, the feel- 
ing that you have to do something about it waned,” said Lewin. 
“Grassroots movements tend to die when their work has been insti- 
tutionalized and recognized as important,” she explained. “It's bit- 
tersweet,” she said. Yet it speaks to the power of grassroots move- 
ments and their ability to induce change. 

Emory University's recycling program, now a large multi-faceted 
effort called Emory Recycles, also started with a small group of

“Recyclemania," a national recycling 
competition between universities. 

Since the mid-1990s, Agnes Scott recy- 
cling has been challenged by fluctuating 
student and college interest and short- 
handed staff able to transport recy- 
clables. Recycling efforts sometimes ~ 
ended up resting on the shoulders of 
Roberto Jaramillo, “an awesome guy who 
works for facilities,” said Dean Hall.

the whole campus,” transported alu- 
minum cans and plastic bottles to the 
farmer's market for recycling. 

For many years at Agnes Scott, limited 
recyclable items could only sporadically 
be recycled. So, for many members of 
today's Agnes Scott community, the 
recent changes-opening up campus-wide 
recycling for a broad range of materials- 
are reason to celebrate. 

"Good job, Dean Hiall...] feel better 
now that the ERs are making sure it goes 
to the recycling bins,” said Etheridge, 
who was concerned last year that many 
recyclable items were being thrown away 
due to lack of help. 

"I'm glad it's getting done,” said Betsye 
Mullaney '09, “I was definitely concerned 
about recycling before they made the 
changes.” 

Avery Glen students are especially 
appreciative for the improved recycling 
system, said Dean Hall. 

"When we sent out the announcement 
at Avery Glen, so many people said 
'thank you," she said. Avery Glen stu- 
dents buy their own groceries and deal 
with more packaging. Excessive packag- 
ing of consumer goods, a problem point- 
ed out by Professor of Philosophy Lara 
Denis, would require national policy 
change to address. 

At Agnes Scott, President Elizabeth 
Kiss's interest has pushed environmental 
efforts forward. 

"We all needed the initiative of a new president who said, 'I 
believe [recycling] is important,” said Lewin, “and that's what is so 
exciting about now.” 

President Kiss resurrected the Environmental Action Committee, 
pioneered in the early 1990s by Biology Professor Phil Gibson. 
The committee, now called the Scottie Green Team, acts to con- 
sider and develop environmental efforts on campus. 

Recycling, said Dean Hall, is part of “growing with our greater 
environmental vision. ..and [learning] to live honorably and reduce 
our impact on the environment,” an element expressed in Kiss's 
new strategic plan. 

Environmental Resident Washington notices an increase in the 
volume of items being recycled since January. “Every time | look, 
there are more and more [items in the bins],” said Washington, “I 
think the program is progressing.” 

Agnes Scott's 
recycling story, 
begun 17 years 
ago, is still unfold- 
ing.

There are several nature parks and trails along the 
South Peachtree Creek within 5 miles of Agnes Scott.

The Clyde Shepherd Nature Preserve, located at 2580 
Pinebluff Drive, is a small looped trail in Decatur, GA. It 
boasts varied landscape and geography, with a swamp- 
like area, a pine forest and a pond, called the Beaver 
Pond.

Hahn Woods, which is part of Emory University, is a 
privately funded park off of Houston Mill Road. While 
the trail is somewhat shorter than Clyde Shepherd 
Nature Preserve's trail and the trail in W.D. Thomson 
Park, Hahn Woods provides students with other recre- 
ational activities. Try fishing on the big part of the South 
Peachtree Creek that runs through the park. The park 
also has well-preserved nature trails. If you hike the trail, 
you might also be delighted to discover part of an old 
mill along the way. 

There are also outdoor spaces around campus where 
students can study, relax or have a picnic. One such 
place is Piedmont Park located in Midtown. Piedmont 
Park, which is comprised of 189 acres, has a plethora of 
recreational activities available. There is a dog park, two 
playgrounds, a lake for fishing and many different paths 
where students can ride bikes, rollerblade, run or walk.

Deng, who indeed did have a difficult life, liv- 
ing in a refugee camp where his teachers fre- 
quently taught without blackboards, chalk or 
books, insisted that he was a not victim, saying 
towards the end of the talk that he had “not suf- 
fered, but survived.” Eggers worked with Deng 
extensively to accurately portray Deng’s own 


voice in his rendering of the story. 

"It wasn't doing justice to the story to have my 
voice within 100 miles of it,” Eggers said. 
“Especially after having written a memoir, my 
voice is too out there.” 

The author of the best-selling memoir A 
Hearbreaking Work of Staggering Genius and novel You 
Shall Know Our Velocity, 
Eggers tried to use his liter- 
ary skills to “do justice” to 
Deng’s story without inter- 
jecting his own personal 
voice, despite the novel 
form. 

[We chose a novel 
because] a journalistic 
approach wouldn't have 
told the truth,” Eggers said, 
explaining the process of 
chosing the form and con- 
tent of the novel. 

Eggers used his extensive 
interviews with Deng to 
create a first person narra- 
tive, exploring not only 
Deng’s first experiences in 
the US (being robbed at his 
Atlanta home, walking in 
the rain to the Buckhead 
station, and working at Best 
Buy), but also his life grow- 
ing up in the refugee camp, 
including the hardships and 
more lightheated memories, 
like the one of his interac- 
tion with the first girls to 
attend his school, “the 
Royal Nieces,” the nieces of his teacher, who he 
tried to impress throughout the year. 

All-of the proceeds from. What is the What? are 
being used at the discretion of Deng and are cur- 
rently going towards rebuilding schools and com- 
munity centers in Sudan. Deng's dream is to 
return to Sudan as a teacher and community 
leader after he has received his college degree. 

After the talk, Deng and Eggers were available 
to sign the novel, pose for pictures and meet with 
fans and friends.. The book is available for pur- 
chase at the Margaret Mitchell House and book 
stores around Atlanta.

Love, Valor, Compassion? 300 falls short of its goals

“Spartans eat hearty, for tonight, we dine in hell!" roars 
King Leonidas of Sparta (Gerard Butler) as he and the 
300 warriors summoned to defend his kingdom prepare 
to march to their final battle against Persian forces led 
by King Xerxes (Rodrigo Santoro) in this film adapta- 
tion of the Battle of Thermopylae (480 B.C.) His sol- 
diers yell in support of Leonidas’ cry, and what follows is 
the marching of several men clad in red loincloths and 
flowing robes brandishing spears. This sums up most of 
the movie, which is long on action, but not on plot. 

I blame the director. Unlike with his previous film, Sin 
City, which I greatly enjoyed, Frank Miller left Zack 
Snyder (director), Michael Gordon (screenplay) and 
Kurt Johnstad (screenplay) to bring his graphic novel to 
life. Because of this, the movie reads more along the 
lines of a medieval English saga crossed with a paper- 
back romance. The men, abdominals bulging, stride, 
chest out — twice to clashing guitars in the background. 
Both Miller's vision of Sparta and Zachary’s interpreta- 
tion are rife with homophobia and sexism. There are 
few but pointed references to “fighting like a woman" 
and mocking weaker warriors as effeminate, which clash- 
es with the actuality of Spartan civilization (women did 
receive military training and same sex relationships were 
not anathema to society). 

The movie does attempt, briefly, to delve into the 
political side of why war is or isn't fought. At the begin- 
ning of the movie, Leonidas consults the Oracle and the 
Ephor to discuss his battle plans and ask for permission 
to defend his homeland. They refuse and are later 
revealed to be all too easily swayed by Persian gold and

promises of power. The 
same is true of Theron 
(Dominic West) who 
wields influence on the 
Council of Sparta and 
hungers for rulership 
and the submission of 
Leonidas’ wife and 
Queen of Sparta, Gorgo 
(Lena Heady). It is 
made clear that he 
wont stop at killing 
Leonidas’ son, the future 
king, to get to his goal- 
or to accept Persian 
assistance, Snyder does 
a slightly better job 
portraying Gorgo and 
Leonidas as heads of 
state torn between what 
is expected of them as 
public figures and their 
desires as partners and 
parents who want to 
protect their child, 
Pleistarchos (Giovani 
Antonio Cimmino). 

300 lacked fullness and leaves me to wonder what was 
left on the cutting room floor. | also wondered how dif- 
erent the movie would have been if Miller had kept a 
tighter rein on the interpretation of his graphic novel. 
Sin City focuses on a small group of individuals fighting 
against all odds against corrupt powers, knowing that 
they might die in the process.

History is punctuated by great speeches. 
A great speech can make a great politician 
or start a revolution- and remain 
ingrained in the memory of listeners years 
later, Think Abraham Lincoln (Four score 
and seven years ago..."), John EF Kennedy 
(“Ask not what your country can do for 
you...") or Martin Luther King (“I have a 
dream..."). Recent news released by sev- 
eral high-profile universities around the 
country would lead many to believe that 
this May will be the season of great ora- 
tors, even while colleges everywhere 
grapple to find a high-profile speaker that 
will not only draw media attention, but 
more importantly, impress the student 
body. 

A recent email from the office of special 
events sent to the ASC community (but 
which has since been recalled) highlight- 
ed office priorities for the week of March 
19, including a bullet point noting that 
the staff would “solicit a graduation 
speaker.” Members of the senior class, 
already actively discussing the com- 
mencement address on public folders in 
the “For Students Only” section, reacted 
to the email with a mixture of shock and 
dismay. “I knew they didn't like our class, 
but damn!” wrote one senior. Others 
hoped that the email was referring to next 
year's speaker, writing: “I just figured they 
were being secretive or finalizing some- 
thing. It never crossed my mind that they 
hadn't even started looking. I'm really 
hoping that the commencement speaker 
mentioned in that email is for next year 
and that they've already got ours lined up 
and ready.” 

The announcement of a commencement 
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speaker is long overdue. Agnes Scott con- 


tinually forgets that not every student is 

from Georgia and that many families will 
be flying in from all over the country. If a 
high-profile speaker is to be chosen, tick- 


ets allotted per student will be significant- 


ly limited. Even if the identity of the 
speaker is not divulged, students should 
be informed of how many tickets they 
will each be given at the beginning of 
spring semester. But as to who the actual 
commencement speaker will be, The 
Profile asks college seniors everywhere: 
What's the fuss? 

Columbia University recently 
announced that alumnus Michael Fox of 
the television show LOST would be the 
commencement speaker for the class of 
2007. Columbia students seemed to 
express actual disgust at the choice. The 
inevitable Facebook groups appeared; 
one, entitled simply, “Why?” included a 
post by a member who wrote “I do not 
want a performance by a C-list celebrity 
whose notoriety is based on a couple of 
bad TV shows to define my class day. I 
am honestly unable to comprehend how 
he was selected and | am embarrassed to 
inform my friends and family of the 
University's choice.” 

While the decision of whom a college 
should invite to speak at commencement 
is an important one for the school from a 
public relations standpoint, shouldn't 
someone tell these ivy-leaguers to get a 
grip? Emory University recently 
announced that the president of the uni- 
versity would speak at commencement, 
causing campus uproar and an ultimately 
a reversal of the decision.

Johanna Alexander '09 knows 
what it is like to be a profession- 
al belly dancer. Alexander has 
studied various forms of belly 
dancing for two and a half years 
at the Nazeem Allayl studio in 
Candler Park. The studio trains 
dancers in amateur troop per- 
forming, and teaches different 
choreography and techniques. 

Shortly after Alexander started 
classes as a high school senior, 
the studio asked her to train to 
dance professionally. She has 
since performed at area restau- 
rants like Nicola's and Café 
Istanbul. 

“Restaurant dancing is a kind 
of style in itself," said Alexander, 
“It's an interesting way to inter- 
act with people.” 

Belly dancers move around the 
restaurant when dancing, and 
make most of their money in 
tips. Restaurant performing 
includes folk movement as well 
as free styling and improvisa- 
tion. 

The music in restaurants is typ- 
ically upbeat, Middle Eastern 
pop music, usually from Egypt 
or Lebanon. Ina typical night 
of performing, Alexander com- 
pletes an average of ten sets of 
two songs at a time. 

Though she no longer per- 
forms professionally, Alexander 
continues to study and practice 
belly dancing at the studio. 

"Belly dancing is good exer- 
cise, it's fun, and everyone can 
do it, It's about enjoying danc- 
ing with other people, but at the 
same time, it helps you get in 
tune with your body. It's good 
for self esteem,” said Alexander. 

Belly dancing started in the 
Middle East about 1,000 years 
ago in female fertility cults. It is 
a folk dance born out of the 
harem, or female living quarters, 
created when women wanted to

“It feels very 
safe,” said Alexander. “It's a nice 
place where you can relax. 
There are women of all ages and 
sizes —it's natural for every- 
body. It doesn't matter what 
shape you are. It's a welcoming 
environment because you don't 
have to fit into a mold.” 

Dancers at the studio can take 
regular technique classes, where 
they go over the basic upper 
and lower body movements and 
then build on them, layering the 
movements as their level of 
technique advances. They may 
also take a six-week set of one- 
hour classes, during which they 
learn one complete dance. 
Many of the dancers dress for 
class in elaborate costumes for 
class, including a beaded bra or 
belt, large skirts or harem pants, 
shawls, and coin wraps. Most of

Egypt and Turkey, and some 
items are used as props in the 
choreography. 

“Everything is luxurious — 
wide, satin skirts and lots of

up,” said Alexander, “It's fun to 
dress up all the time.” 

The most important part of 
belly dancing, however, is the 
benefit to the dancer. 

"Belly dancers are sexy and 
attractive, but it's more like a 
mystery than a seduction.” said 
Alexander. “It makes you attrac- 
tive because it gives you confi- 


dence. It makes everyone beauti- 


ful. It teaches them that they 
can use their body, that they're 
beautiful no matter what they 
have.”

Spring Fling goes casua

This past week, the Agnes Scott chapter 
of Amnesty International and Students 
Taking Action Now: Darfur (STAND) 
have been participating together in the 
National Week of Student Action 
(NWSA). Their goal is to promote 
awareness of the genocide occurring in 
Darfur, a region of Sudan. 

The NWSA is an event that Amnesty 
International hosts every year. Members 
of Amn esty’s international organization 
vote democratically to decide where to 
focus that year's efforts. 

Since ending armed conflict in Darfur 
was chosen for this year, Amnesty and 
STAND decided to work together to 
make the NWSA as successful as possible. 
If these two groups together were not 
already a force to be reckoned with 
against human rights violations, both 
clubs on campus have the backing of the 
national organizations from which they 
stem. 

“It's important to remember that ASC's 
chapter is one of many groups involved— 
the petition and education we are organ- 
izing will join with thousands of others, 
Each school decides its level of involve- 
ment,” said Liz Ott '07, the current senior 
coordinator of Amnesty. 

As for STAND, the group recently 
formed an official chapter on campus 
within the past three or four weeks, head- 
ed by Rachel Bunker ‘09. 

With their very first fundraising event, 
“Dollars for Darfur," under their belts, the 
members of STAND have joined over 600 
other high school and college chapters 
across the nation to call attention to the 
atrocities in Darfur. 

It made sense for STAND to join forces 
with Amnesty for the NWSA. 

"Seeing our similarities we decided to 
‘tie the knot’ and make it official,” said 
Toni Bonds '10. "One, because it would 
allow others to get a sense of what 
STAND is about with an accredited 


organization, and two, we will be able to 
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lean on one another for support, informa- 
tion and further interactions.” 

On March 26 and 27, the groups went 
around campus filming students as they 
discussed the situation in Darfur. The 
videos will be aired March 30 on ASCTV. 
On March 28 and 29, the students hosted 
a table in Evans to get signatures for a 
petition to send to the government of 
China, encouraging them to help end the 
crisis in Darfur. 

As a trading partner with Sudan and an 
arms dealer to Khartoum (the capital city 
in Sudan that supplies weapons to 
Sudanese government), China plays an 
integral part in this situation. By abstain- 
ing from voting in an important United 
Nations resolution that would have sent 
UN peacekeeping troops to Darfur, 
China has yet to show definite support in 
the effort to stop the human rights viola- 
tions occurring there. 

On March 29, the movie Darfur Diaries 
was shown at 8p.m. in the Hub. The film 
focuses on the lives of refugees living in 
Darfur and its neighbor, Chad. 

"It's a very humanizing documentary and 
| hope that students are able to connect 
to the stories of the refugees in a way that 
inspires them to get more involved in 
ending the genocide in Darfur,” said Ott. 

Both groups hope students will want to 
learn more. They recommend that stu- 
dents stay informed of the situation in 
Darfur by watching the news and reading 
newspapers. 

Students can also influence our country's 
leaders directly by writing their state sen- 
ators and representatives urging them to 
do all they can to aid those in need in 
Darfur. Students can even do their part 
by simply talking. 

“Talk to people about Darfur and other 
human rights issues. Tell your friends, tell 
your parents and your grandparents. The 
more you talk, the harder it is to remain 
silent,” Ott said.

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Strategic Plan announced to ASC Community

On March 12, 2007 the 
committee to make the 
school better released the 
first draft their strategic plan 
to take effect this fall. This 
strategic plan projected ful- 
fillment is by 2030. 

"We really tried to make the 
school look impressive to 
investors,” Said Rochelle 
Chimichanga, director of 
external affairs. "We always 
need to look good to 
investors.” 

The strategic plan allows 
for increased funding to be 
placed into faculty and staff 
salaries: This plan is one that 
has high potential, but it 
takes money away from other 
departments that need funds. 

“Even though they are final- 
ly giving the staff members a 
decent salary, it is unneces- 
sary to get that money by

The dining services will also 
be improved to get more 
funding for the campus. They 
are now making Evans 
Dining Hall open 24/7 and it 
will serve McDonald's. 

"| think the student body 
will appreciate the improve- 
ment of the food, and like 
the extra funding that 
McDonald's will bring to the 
campus,” said Harny Corn, 
assistant to the head of non- 
diversity affairs. 

Besides all of the cuts in the 
student related departments, 
there is an expected increase 
in work study pay to actually 
allow students to earn $1000 
per semester. A regular work 
study job would have a base 
pay of $7 per hour, Tutors in 
all departments including the 
Writing Center will earn $9 
per hour. Lastly, the

We can't always rely on superheroes to 


It's not rare nowadays to turn on the tel- 
evision and hear news of bizarre climate 
change and extreme weather. And what 
experts have tried long to prove is now 
proven fact: it's because of global.warm- 
ing. The other truth? We'll need more 
than a patched up superhuman solution. 
We need to think long-term: 
Sustainability will require that we use the 
earth's resources while keeping in mind 
its continued preservation. 

On Feb. 2, at a conference of climate 
experts in Paris, the United Nations’ 
Intergovernmental Panel on Climate 
Change released the most detailed scien- 
tific report to date on global warming and 
its influences. Representatives of more 
than one hundred governments agreed on 
the findings-some of which stated that 
there was greater than a 90 percent 
chance that greenhouse gases are the 
main cause of rising temperatures and sea 
levels, and that humans are "very likely" 
the cause of most of the temperature 
increases in the last fifty years 

Then came billionaire Sir Richard 
Branson's surprising news. On Feb. 10, in 
a bid to battle global warming, he 
announced the “Virgin Earth Challenge,” 
where the reward of $25 million would go 
to the scientist who could develop a pro- 
cedure that extracted global warming

gases from the atmosphere. 

“The plot is often that no one believes 
the threat until it is almost too late and 
then the superhero steps in to save the 
day,” Branson said. “Well, today we have a 
threat; we still have to convince many 
people that the threat is indeed urgent 
and real. We have no superhero; we have 
only our ingenuity to fall back on. 
Necessity is the mother of invention.” 

Branson makes his point, but seems to 
have created another superhero expecta- 
tion. Must scientists now become the 
modern-day equivalent of Captain Planet? 
Even the now discontinued series teaches 
us that Captain Planet knew his supernat- 
ural powers could not have solved the 
world's problems because his efforts alone 
would have been useless if humans con- 
tinued to pollute. 

In today's world filled with new-fangled 
environmental jargon, there's a new “it” 
word making its rounds in the media: sus- 
tainability. It's been parried around since 
the 1980s, but only lately has it increased 
in value as a technique that actually touts 
continuity rather than profit. In other 
words, “sustainability” means that we must 
not exploit the earth for its resources, but 
act to preserve its biodiversity and natural 
ecosystems. We have to start planning 
and acting for the long term. 


The complete concept of sustainability 
may be hard to grasp, but its implications 
are revolutionary. 

In a case study that hits closer to home, 
over 2000 Harvard University staff, facul- 
ty, and students recently pledged to use 
compact fluorescent lightbulbs (CFLs) as 
part of the Harvard Sustainability Pledge 
campaign. CFLs screw into almost any 
standard lamp, give off the same amount 
of light, lasts ten times longer, and use 
two thirds of the energy needed for a nor- 
mal fluorescent bulb. 

Every Thursday evening at Agnes Scott, 
environmental residents (ERs) scour cam- 
pus grounds for recyclable items to be 
placed into black outdoor recycling bins. 
The program started in 2006, headed by 
Dean Hall, and extended its recyclable 
list in November. Although the old adage 
of “reuse, reduce, recycle” still has its rele- 
vancy in today's world, times call for a 
more wholesome change. A healthier 
earth will have to start from the grass- 
roots up, beginning with an evolution in 
our mindset. Ingenuity will be needed, 
but not to zap CFCs from the atmos- 
phere. We must be able to create a sus- 
tainable environment within society. Only 
then will we have no need for a Captain

"This is a wonderful opportunity not only to 
share our ideas with speaking centers across the 
nation, but to bring back ideas for the Agnes Scott 
Speaking Center,” states Dr. Wendy Atkins-Sayre, 
Speaking Center coordinator and public speaking 
professor. 

This year, the Speaking Center staff was thor- 
oughly involved in the conference, and represent- 
ed Agnes Scott College in the presentation. 
Kristin Hall '07 and Ashley Mengwasser ‘09 pre- 
sented their paper “Communication Centers and 
Campus Communities: The Promise of an 
Audience-Centered Approach,” which was co- 
authored by Brittney Kohler ‘08, Erin Linsenmeyer 
‘08, Brittany Rast, and Ashley Mengwasser. It was 


edited by Kristin Hall. Tutors Jasmine Terry, 
Hannah Alley ‘09, and Alice Ferron ‘10 presented 
their “Voices of Rhetoric” series, a young, but suc- 
cessful film-and-discussion project on campus. 

Dr. Atkins-Sayre's presentation is entitled, “A 
Process Centered Approach to Tutoring: 
Strengthening the Writing, Speaking, and Critical 
Thinking Connection." It encompasses the 
motives behind recent research taking place with- 
in the Center for Writing and Speaking.

The nexus 
of the work is the story told 
between the two figures in each 
panel, one made solid by 
sequins and embroidery, the 
other contained by an outline 
made of faint stitching and 
white fabric paint, balls and 
clusters of white sequins weav- 
ing in and around them. 


Jina Kim's '07 drawings are also 
a part of the exhibit. In her 
work, “Anatomy”, ink and water- 
color yellow pods emphasize 
the black and white drawings of 
a heart, liver and ovaries, and 
the grape like bronchial sacs and 
blue and red veins and capillar- 
ies. The exhibit also features 
several more of her works such 
as ‘Doppelganger’ and” Bearded 
Lady.” 

The gallery also hosts a series 
of drawings by Nancy Pham 
titled “Self Absorbed," as well as 
black and white self portraits by 
Sarah Cooper, Sara Pritchard, 
Kylie Himebrook, Timinika 
Rucker, Beth Bidwell and 
Danielle Lonneman ‘07. 

Hannah Griffins’ ceramic 


sculpture features a black ceram- 
ic rugby ball with white stitch- 
ing, the word ‘contradiction’ 
split by a jagged tear, a formal 
dress and curled blonde hair 
mirrored by a picture of Griffins 
in a rugby uniform. Ariel 
Gaskin '10 also chose ceramics 
as her medium for her piece. It 
is reminiscent of a Day of the 
Dead shrine complete with a 
pale blue border, geometrically 
fractured mirror, clusters of pink 
flowers, skulls and bright but- 
tons in a pile.

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Studio Dance Theatre presents new pieces at performance

Agnes Scott's performance dance compa- 
ny, Studio Dance Theatre, presented their 
concert, Spring Forward: A Celebration of 
Dance. The concert took place on April 
13 and 14 at 8 p.m. and on April 15 at 3 
p.m. A total of 295 people attended the 
three shows, which consisted of six differ- 
ent pieces ranging from classical ballet to 
contemporary modern choreography. 

“We continue to perform historical 
works and explore new ways of moving 
with the use of props,” said Bridget Roosa, 
the faculty advisor and director of Studio 
Dance Theatre 

The first piece in the concert was a 
series of six Fairy Variations from Sleeping 
Beauty, performed en pointe, and choreo- 
graphed by Marius Petipa in 1890. Both 
the variations and the following piece, 
Brabms Waltzes, choreographed by Charles 
Weidman in 1967, were works recon- 
structed by Roosa from a labanotation 
score. 

“Reconstructions are really important 
because without labanotation, historical 
works would be lost. While video is an 
excellent tool for documentation, it does- 
n't capture all of the details that labanota- 
tion can,’ said Roosa. 

Other works included Tides, a work cho- 
reographed by guest-artist Mary Seidman, 
and Propulsion, an athletic new work done 
to Kodo drumming and choreographed 
by Roosa. 

Roosa’s Juillet and Portraits were repeated 
from last semester's show. Juillet, original- 
ly choreographed in 2005, is a piece done 
to Yo Yo Ma's music and depicts a light 
and happy love of dance. Portraits, which 
premiered last semester, ranges in emo- 
tional content and depicts different pho- 
tographs coming to life. 

"| think the students have matured 
tremendously over the course of this sea- 
son. That's why we bring pieces back 
from semester to semester--they become 
part of the company repertory, and it 


allows dancers to grow 
as artists,” Roosa said. 
"The comfort level 
increases so they can 
get into the character 
or the time period of 
the work, and it allows 
them to advance tech- 
nically.” 

Rehearsals for the 
show began the first 
week of classes; dancers 
rehearsed every night 
and often on weekends 
to prepare for the per- 
formance. 

"It is a lot of work, 
and it takes a lot of 
time, but it's all worth 
it. | never regret spend- 
ing the time to do it,” 
said Brittan Ota ‘09, a 
company member of 
two years. 

“I'm proud of the dedi- 
cation the dancers have 
for the company and 
for the work they're 
dancing. People might 
not realize it but we're 
in the studio every 
night until 9:30. It's 
admirable that they can 
balance company 
responsibilities with 
other academic obliga- 
tions.” said Roosa. 

Company members 
have also reported get- 
ting a lot of positive 
feedback from friends 
and family who attended the event. 

“A lot of the dances were my favorites 
from previous shows, and the newer 
pieces were really great additions. The 
versatility of the dancers was impressive,” 
said Stribling Stuber '07. 

“I loved the changes in emotion in 
Portraits, and the music was great. | think 
it's such a fun piece--I was really excited 


to see it again,” said Lies Van Bekkum ‘08. 
The dancers had been working toward 
the Spring Forward performance all 
semester; it was the season's finale. 
Company members claim that the experi- 
ence is not only about sharing their art 
form with audience members, but with 
each other in a supportive community. 
Rachel Pitner 07, who has been dancing

Intercultural dialogue series helps 
ASC students discuss serious issues

The week of April 15, 2007 commenced 
an intercultural dialogue series on campus 
that seeks to live out the Agnes Scott 
College mission: think deeply, live honor- 
ably and engage the intellectual and social 
issues of our time 

Over the next few weeks, small, diverse 
groups of students will meet to tackle 
tough issues in five different areas that 
affect Agnes Scott: political differences, 
religion and spirituality, sexuality, social 
class, and race and ethnicity. The process 
of engagement will unfold in mediated 
dialogues. 

Kijua Sanders-McMurtry, Director of 
Multicultural affairs at the College, has 
organized and will lead the discussions 

"Think, Live, Engage: An Intercultural 
Dialogue Series at Agnes Scott College" is 
modeled after similar successful dialogues 
at institutions such as Bryn Mawr College, 
Mount Holyoke College, and Georgia 
State University. These conversations are 
particularly relevant on Agnes Scott's 
campus as women here are encouraged to 
be global leaders who can easily cross 
social boundaries. 

"This effort is one of the initiatives that 
we feel will really change the ways that 


conversations about difference take place 
on our campus,” says Sanders-McMurtry. 

Students applied to participate for a 
variety of reasons, but several women 
expressed that applied because they were 
shocked by the divisions present among 
students at Agnes Scott. 

Divisions by race and ethnicity, sexual 
orientation and political beliefs are espe- 
cially apparent in the dining hall and 
classrooms where students often self-seg- 
regate along the boundaries of these dif- 
ferences. 

"| decided to participate in the dialogues 
because too often people dismiss these 
important issues instead of confronting 
them,” said Helen Tzow ‘10. “With this 
program, students can tackle issues along 
with a faculty member, and explore differ- 
ent views on controversial topics. I love 
it.” 

The initiative opened with an icebreaker 
activity to help all of the participating 
women to prepare to cross boundaries and 
be completely honest in the meetings to 
follow 

"My favorite activity was Cross the Line, 
where the group leader would make a 
statement and if it was applicable to us, 
we had to step forward and cross over the 
‘line-—a rope on the floor,” said Cara 
Snyder ‘09. “Some of the questions, like 


‘Have you personally, or have you ever 
known someone, who has been physically 
abused?’ were challenging. It felt good to 
know that people crossed the line with 
you and to know that you had things in 
common with people you would never 
expect.” 

Sanders-McMurtry emphasizes that the 
program will provide students with tools 
and resources to have open and honest 
dialogues. These dialogues will differ 
greatly from typical debates and con- 
frontations that arise when diverse per- 
spectives clash 

Participants are encouraged to engage in 
active listening during the discussions, 
which stresses the importance of being 
open to the perspectives of others. 

Student participants affirm that they 
were impressed by the organization, for- 
mal materials and leadership by Sanders- 
McMurtry in the opening of the pilot 
program. After the introductory meeting, 
students selected the topic of discussion 
they were most interested in and will par- 
ticipate in the subsequent small group 
meetings based on the issue area they 
chose. Each group will discuss at different 
topic: political differences, religion and 
spirituality, sexuality, social class, and race 
and ethnicity 

The individual groups in the intercultur- 


al dialogue series meetings are every 
Monday during Community Hour. The 
series will continue until May 4. 

Immediate goals of the program are sim- 
ple and hopeful. The dialogues are meant 
to actively engage the mission of the col- 
lege, create a learning environment that is 
safe and open, and encourage faculty, staff 
and students to develop deeper bonds 
across differences. 

The first step to bridging gaps is to 
acknowledge that the gaps exist. 
However, can discussion actually spur a 
positive, visible change on the Agnes 
Scott campus? 

“Absolutely,” Sanders-McMurtry said. 
"Conversations where we celebrate and 
divulge our richly diverse perspectives can 
be challenging but on so many levels they 
can.also deeply and radically influence 
our individual interactions. What would 
the world be like if we could actually lis- 
ten to another person's experience and 
find value in whatever that experience is 
without judgment?” 

As this handful of students and a moti- 
vated leader strive to tackle the tough 
issues through active listening and shar- 
ing, campus support of the endeavor is 
essential to its success and ability to 
impact our community. 
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SGA discusses parietals

Agnes Scott Student Government 
Association has created a parietal com- 
mittee this semester to determine if 
changes need to be made to the current 
parietal policies. 

"| heard at the beginning of the fall 
semester there were some complaints 
about parietals,” said SGA President 
Nancy Thebaut ‘08. 

The purpose of the committee is to cre- 
ate a better understanding of current poli- 
cies, consider making-changes to the cur- 
rent rules, and make the rules more inclu- 
sive and protective of all students. 

Although attempts to restructure pari- 

- etals suggested by school administration 
were not passed by the student body in 
past years, it appears that there is an 
agreement among students that parietals 
need to be reevaluated. 

"Parietal policies need clarity and con- 
sistency, and the issue of yelling man on 
the hall needs to be addressed,” said one 
student ‘08. ; 

"| think parietals-should stay the way 
they are,” said another student ‘09. 

Alison Bowden '09 is heading the com- 
mittee along with ten other volunteer stu- 
dent representatives. Bowden was chosen 
by SGA to be head of the committee and 
then she chose the other committee 
members with the help of SGA. The 
committee consists of a diverse group of 
students that include RAs, transgender 
group representatives, and students that 
represent the various class and religious 
views on Campus. 

“During meetings we create an environ- 
ment of openness and control. Our goal 
is to clarify and make adjustments neces- 
sary to benefit the student body and 


make living here an enjoyable experience 
making sure to respect safety, religion, 
and sexual orientation,” says Bowden. 

Thus far the committee has met twice 
to introduce and discuss which policies 
need to be changed or clarified. The 
committee has made itself available to the 
student body by holding discussion tables 
at lunch, and putting out a survey to get 
students opinion. 

Although the main focus of the commit- 
tee is on first-year parietals, rules for all 
classes will. be evaluated. The committee 
will be available if students would like to 
contact them with any individual con- 
cerns or questions they might have. 

The parietal committee hopes to mend 
the rift between the student body and 
current policies by changing and clarify- 
ing policies. Many students do not feel 
like a lot of the rules were explained to 
them or are even necessary. 

Once the parietal committee has com- 
piled all of their information from the 
student body, their recommendations will 
go to SGA, who will send the changes to 


* Senate to be approved. If approved, these 


changes will then be voted upon by the 
student body. 

SGA feels it is very important that the 
student body is able to have their opinion 
as a collective body on this issue since it 
will affect the entire community. If the 
changes are dramatic, which is very 
unlikely, they will be voted upon by 
Judicial Review. 

SGA hopes to have changes and/or clar- 
ifications made by the end of the semes- 
ter so they can be printed in the 2007- 
2008 student handbooks. It is yet to be 
seen whether or not any changes will be 


-made to the current policies, or if the 


Agnes Scott student body prefers pari- 
etals the way they are.

Samuel Fort, the latest addition to 
the French department, quietly 
remembers his first impression of 
Agnes Scott College as a “beautiful, 
gothic, calm welcoming place.”

degree in French as a second lan- 
guage at Paul-Valéry University in 
Montpellier, France. 

“I was sure about two things in my

Fort taught French full-time at the 
Alliance Frangaise d’Atlanta, a 
French-American Cultural Center, for 
three years from 2000 until 2002— 
the beginning of his career in 
Atlanta. In 2002, his wife's temporary 
U.S. visa was soon to expire. That is 
when fate was again on Fort'’s side, 
landing him a job teaching all levels 
of French in Japan. 

"It's strange because almost all the 
students [I taught] were women, 
because in Japan the woman doesn't 
work, she stays at home. So they 
were very bored. They have three

Outside of the classroom Fort 
spends time with his wife and two 
sons, the youngest of whom is an 
infant born in early February. He said 
that this tiny handful has been a dis- 
traction from his latest project of 
writing a biographical novel.

Eat the Document 
leaves questions 
unanswered, but 
still entertains

A young woman sits on a bed in a hotel room. She 
practices saying differént names aloud: Cheryl, 
Natalie, Sylvia, testing each one to see if it goes 
along with her new social security number, if it gives 
her the anonymity that she needs. 

Eat The Document by Dana Spiotta (The Lighining Field) 
tracks Mary Whittaker through her life as Caroline, 
Freya, and finally as Louise Barrot, a dead child 
reborn as a middle-aged single mother of a teenage 
son. Her son, Joshua, loves nothing more than to 
lock himself in his room listening to the music of the 
era his mother is trying to put behind her. 

In her novel, Spiotta delves into the after effects of 
the radical protest movements of the 1970s, string- 
ing along a tale of idealism gone wrong, with 
bombs, napalm, underground societies and multiple 
identities that runs parallel to the lives of the char- 
acters living in Washington in the late 1990s. 

While the narrator recounts Mary's past, her son's 
story careens through the present. As the book pro- 


' gresses, Joshua grows ever more suspicious of the 


past his mother told him about. Through his mus- 
ings on music, which range from the Beach Boys to 
obscure afro-punk, he stumbles onto images of his 
mother's true past, leading them toward a confronta- 
tion Mary planned for, yet feared. 

The novel also follows the lives of Bobby, her for- 
mer boyfriend and leader of SAFE, the organization 
Mary belonged to. Also living under an assumed 
name, Bobby reinvents himself as Nash, the propri- 
etor of a used bookshop. As Nash, Bobby's tale is 
unburdened by the weight of the past under which 
Mary's story struggles, and it is interesting to see 
how both characters adapt to the new surroundings 
they had to seek out. 

The music and even the politics of the 70s act 
more as a backdrop and a reference point. The rea- 
sons behind the accident that leads Mary to go into 
hiding are left as undefined by the end of the novel 
as they were in the beginning, which left me frus- 
trated. Afterward, | wondered if Mary kept her 
promise to Joshua, one that would separate them 
possibly for as long as they lived. | also wanted to 
know how Mary's secret affected her relationship 
with Joshua after it was revealed. 

Still the meaning of Spiotta’s work is clear: at the 
core of the novel is the statement that appropriation 
never lasts, a persona lies just beyond being com- 
pletely believable and the present is just a faint echo 
of the past.

When first listening to 
Kchari’s “Power Out,” it is 
easy to mistake the 
Atlanta-based band fora 
less-rocker version of 
Evanescence, but the sib- 
ling trio, based out of 
Roswell, GA, is much 
more Garbage meets 
Heather Nova than the 
White Stripes meets Avril 
Lavigne. 

Kchari's debut album 
Out of the Line deals with a 
wide variety of day to day 
issues from breaking up to 
being burned by the peo- 
ple around you in a sound 
that is a mix of genres 
they call “classicalt." The 
self-given title is pretty 
accurate and completely 
appropriate for the sib- 
lings who are all trained 
in classical music. 

"I play the violin and the viola, my sister plays the 
piano, and my brother plays the cello. We started 
when we were very young. We grew up with it,” 
said Miriam Kchari, lead vocalist and bass player 
for the group. 

In addition to performing together, the three sib- 
lings, Miriam, Josh, and Sara, own a small music 
school in Roswell called Chi-town where they've 
been working for the past five years. 

"We make our living as teachers. We know our 
individual areas, where we can focus, and when we 
need to work together.” said Kchari on working 
with her brother and sister.

The chorus repeats in a 
chant-like tone “live each day to build your future/ 
instead of leaving yet another wound to suture/ try 
to set a good example, instead of threatening just to 
trample/ remember that there's a better way,” put- 
ting forth literal images of the harm done by war 
between more general statements about the alterna- 
tives to violence. : 

The songs are written equally by the three group 
members, but Miriam writes the lyrics, drawing 
inspiration from daily life and focusing on interest- 
ing images, like that of a power outage used in the 
more fast-paced "Power Out." 

“I tend to write - not to tell a story — but more for 
imagery and sound,” said Kchari. “The songs are 
just sort of about the basic emotions you go 
through in life.”

Agnes Scott has recently been recog- 
nized as the most beautiful campus out- 
side of a Hollywood sound stage. With 
many different films and pilots using our 
beloved campus, it might be a good idea 
to see whether or not these projects real- 
ly do benefit from clips of our Agnes - 
and if they are good in the first place.

At the same time, one of the redeeming 
qualities is the personalities and circum- 
stances of the supporting characters. 
Janet (Rebecca Field), the slightly over- 
weight barkeep, plays both best friend to 
Hannah (Laura Prepon) and secret gal 
pal to playboy Eddie (Geoff Stults). 
Serving up both great advice and bottles 
of beer, Janet is one of the few realistic 
characters in the series. 

Physical Phil Jay Paulson) has one of 
the smaller roles. He has been locked in 
his house since 9/11 but still manages to 
flirt sweetly with the pizza girl. Most of 
the men of the show are not developed 
well enough to make a judgment, but 
they seem uncharacteristically childish 
for their ages, making ten year old Sam 


the wisest and most loveable part of the 
cast. 

Because only a handful of episodes 
have aired, a couple of important 
changes could make October Road a hit.

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At prospective weekends, we assure 
them, the mass of high school seniors 
and their awkwardly worried parents, 
repeating in warm, soft voices, that we 
have never felt unsafe on campus. We 
proudly say we take MARTA at night and 
even by ourselves to the airport. We 
point out the blue poles positioned 
around campus and the four blocks that 
create a cocoon around our dorms. We 
are safe, we say in chorus. 

We are safe, but we are not invincible. 

It more than likely that Virginia Tech's 
students also felt safe as they walked to 
classes on Mon., April 16 where 32 or 
more people were killed by a gunman in 
the engineering building before some of 
us had even gotten out of bed. The 
shooting, which took place over the 
course of three hours on Virginia Tech's 
campus, had the highest number of 
causalities of any shooting in US. histo- 
ry. 

There is horror enough in the historical 
and otherwise heartbreaking incident and 
there is even more horror when its con- 
text is the college atmosphere we are so 
familiar with. So, after the viewing the 
galleries of student snapshots of the mas- 
sacre and joining facebook groups that 
proclaim our prayers, what do we make 
of their situation and what do we make

of own our? 

Agnes Scott is yes, a safe, comfortable 
campus in a smallish and safish area and 
our Public Safety Department does their 
best to defend and protect us; they are 
available and present on campus 24/7, 
but they, like us, couldn't necessarily stop 
a similar incident. We can do our best to 
prepare, write out a plan of what we 
would do, start locking our doors, but 
what is perhaps more important than 
what we would do if it happened to us, is 
why it happened at all. Knowing why, as 
Agnes Scott has taught us, is key and is 
maybe even the best way to really be or 
even feel safe. 

At press time, the identity of the gun- 
man had not been released and like with 
Columbine and in the countless reenact- 
ments of similar style shootings in teen 
television that followed, we don't know if 
this shooter was an outcast in a trench- 
coat filled with angst about the jocks and 
the cheerleaders or even if he was a 
member of the campus community; we 
can only guess at his identity and wonder 
if the solution was more community 
bonding, more building security, or sim- 
ply gun control. Our money is on the 
latter, which could have helped prevent 
the shooting despite the shortcomings in 
either of the first two categories. It

could have even helped prevent smaller 
scale shootings like the one last month at 
the College Park MARTA station in 
Atlanta. 

While we cannot change laws or over- 
haul systems overnight, Agnes Scott has 
been doing its part to lend what support 
it can to the students at Virginia Tech. A 
convocation in honor of the victums and 
their families was held on Wed, April 18 
in addition to the small gathering on the 
day of the shooting in McLean 
Auditorium. In addition, students creat- 
eda large card to be signed by the ASC 
community throughout the week that 
will be hand delivered to Virginia Tech. 

Our hearts go out to the ASC students 
from Virginia and to all the students at 
Virginia Tech. We can only hope to fig- 
ure out the reason why. 

The Profile welcomes your letters to the 
editor concerning the shooting, which, 
in one way or another effects every col- 
lege student, and echoes President Kiss's 
sentiment at the closing of her e-mail to 
campus concerning the issue: “I join with 
all of you in grieving for those killed and 
wounded and in affirming the ines- 
timable value of life, community, and 
human kindness.”

As a senior living in Avery

A weekday my first year when my father visited and | 
had to wait until 6 p.m. for him to be allowed in to see 
my room, Or the sleepovers | was finally allowed to 
have with my boyfriend when I lived in Main, even 
though | had to escort him down the bazillion flights of 
stairs to the only unisex bathroom in the building on 
the first floor, yelling “MAN ON THE HALL" the 
whole way.

changed. The Student Government Association (SGA) 
board is finally listening to popular opinion and work- 
ing to make changes to our parietals system. In an e- 
mail survey sent out by the SGA Parietals Committee 
on Fri., April 13, questions were geared towards what 
students thought were the goals of parietals and how 
well they had been explained to the student body. 

In the unlikely event that most students would check 
their e-mail on a Friday afternoon, they would have 
answered many questions that seemed as though they 
should be discussed between roommates and not neces- 
sarily decided by the administration. For instance, ques- 
tions 12 and 13 asked how many guests should be 
allowed per student and per room with choices given as 
two through six guests (though five was mysteriously 
excluded). Despite the fact that anyone who has ever 
been inside an Agnes Scott dorm room knows that even 
though they are big, they will not fit six guests, let alone 
six guests per student, shouldn't this be a decision that 
is made between roommates and not as a campus-wide 
rule? 

The survey asks what students feel the goals of pari- 
etals are. How about you tell us, SGA? The problem 
with parietals is that the goals (if any) are unclear. By 
using parictals to restrict when male guests can come 
over, the administration is treating first-years like sex- 
crazed lunatics who will jump at the chance to have as 
many men over as possible during a weeknight. Agnes 
Scott is a womens college, not a girl's boarding school. 
As grown women, we should be accountable for our 
actions, and Scotties, even first-years, are smart enough 
to know when they have homework to do and when 
they can make time for some canoodling.

roommate's pet peeves or rules about guests. Obviously 
if a guest is disrespectful, he or she should be asked to 
leave immediately, either by a roommate or the R.A. 
But if a student wants to bring a male guest to her room 
and her roommate is welcome to it, then what's the 
hold up? It should not be a problem for hallmates if 
someone would like to have a guest in her own room. | 
know that some of my fellow students might claim that 
they do not want a man to walk by in the hall while 
they are exiting the shower in a towel, but they should 
probably just put a robe on and suck it up.

The survey did make some excellent suggestions, such 


as a unisex bathroom on each floor (this one is a neces- 
sity!

Although I'm not sure who would want to live on a 
non-guest hall, creating a dorm or hall with restricted 
male access would be a great compromise.

As I stood in the knee-high 
grass lining a particularly dilap- 
idated stretch of old 
Chattahoochee Avenue last 
semester, | wondered why the 
hell | thought using public 


option for getting around 
Atlanta. Edging closer to the 
only thing designating this mis- 
erable patch of overgrown grass as a bus stop, a lonely 
metal signpost pathetically wedged into the dirt, | 
began to form dark thoughts about MARTA. 

The Metropolitan Atlanta Rapid Transit Authority 
commands 48 miles of rail line and directs a fleet of 
buses that shuttle tourists, workers, and college students 
to some of the principal locations throughout our wide- 
spread city. My experiences riding MARTA over the 
past year, however, have been less than ideal and have 
brought the shortcomings of the system to my atten- 
tion. Using public transportation, | completed two off- 
campus internships last summer and fall that tested the 
accessibility of MARTA. To my disappointment and 
frustration, MARTA ranks miserably low in this respect. 

“The Atlanta metropolitan area has a regional public 
transit system only in name... MARTA serves just two 
counties, Fulton and DeKalb,” reports Sprawl Atlanta, a 
project funded by the Turner Foundation in 1999 to 
research the various effects of urban sprawl in Atlanta. 

MARTAsS restricted scope exacerbates the bigger prob- 
_ lem of Atlanta's uncontained sprawl. Urban sprawl refers 
to the uncontrolled expansion of an urban area and is 
often characterized by car dependent communities. In 
2000, Atlanta ranked fourth out of 83 metropolitan 
areas in regard to urban sprawl as surveyed by Smart 
Growth America. 

Atlanta's unchecked sprawl aggravated the trouble- 
some accessibility of my internships and made me feel 
first-hand the effects of our city’s problematic public 
transit system. My first internship, for example, 


transportation was a reasonable - 


required me to travel to the very end of old 
Chattahoochee Avenue near the western perimeter of 
the city; while | was able to take a train to Five Points 
station and catch the number one bus to the corner of 
old Chattahoochee and Marietta Street, I'had to trudge 
the last quarter mile or so up a hill as traffic zoomed 
dangerously by. Clad in sneakers, which soon became 
stained with grass and mud 
because there wasn't a sidewalk, 
I concentrated on each step as | 
conquered the steep hill time 
and again. Three times each 
week, in fact, | paid MARTAs 
fare only to end up walking the 
last stretch of my journey uphill 
in the grass and dirt. Fabulous. 

To the disadvantage of its 
patrons, MARTAs reach falls 
inexcusably short; it leaves much 
of Atlanta difficult to access 
without the use of personal 
transportation. 

"Sprawl creates a car-depend- 
ent citizenry,” states Sprawl 
Atlanta. 

The limited scope of MARTA, 
coupled with the city's growing 
sprawl, translates into greater 
necessity for car ownership in 
Atlanta. 

“Sprawl can easily be seen with the naked eye as one 
attempts to navigate Atlanta's grid-locked freeways. 
Freeway congestion tells the story. Building roads to 
everywhere is the problem—not the solution,” Spraw! 
Atlanta reports. 

Despite its grossly limited reach, traffic on MARTA 
actually increased last year with the transit authority 
attributing much of this increase to its replacement of 
the token system with Breeze card access. 

“MARTA announced an increase in ridership, in line 
with national trends that show an overall increase in 
public transit use,” reports a March 23 press release 
posted on the transit authority's website, 
www.itsmarta.com. “From July to December 2006,

The new 
Breeze fare collection system is now installed system- 
wide, allowing MARTA to more accurately record pas- 
senger counts and collect fares as a result of new, 
dependable fare collection equipment. “ 

The introduction of the Breeze card system is a part of 
a larger plan to renovate MARTA. Last year the transit 

authority pledged $80 million towards ren- 
ovation of all 48 miles of rail line and 
over 200 of its rail cars to be completed 
by mid 2007. These initiatives, which are 
a part of MARTA “Getting As Good As 
New” program, are designed to improve 
the quality and service of Atlanta's rapid 
transit system. 

While I'm happy to know MARTA is 
working to refurbish the rail lines and 
rail cars it already uses, I'm concerned 
about its failure to address the significant 
limitations of its reach. 

"Getting people out of their cars and 
into some form of coordinated and 
linked public transit may well be the key 
to solving a major part of the region's 
transportation problem,” Sprawl Atlanta 
recommends. 

Our city supports college students from 
over 40 colleges and universities, many 
of whom do not own their own vehicles. 

Off-campus opportunities may be curbed for 
these students because of concerns about Atlanta's 
grossly restricted public transit system. 

As for me, I still use MARTA at least twice each week 
to attend a class downtown. While I've learned some 
helpful tricks for navigating MARTA that help ensure a 
smoother, less frustrating trip, | remain resolutely unim- 
pressed with our city’s public transit system. Too much 
of metropolitan Atlanta remains inaccessible to MARTA 
patrons. With the city’s growing sprawl unchecked, the 
proportion of Atlanta that is accessible by MARTAs cur- 
rent rail and bus routes will continue to decrease—much 
to the chagrin of Atlantans.

"A living wage is needed so badly that it 
should've happened yesterda,.” said longtime 
staff member Della Spurley. 

Thanks to a handful of first-years and several 
committed students, faculty and staff, the 
Campaign is on track to achieve its biggest 


goals. 


Ultimately, the Living Wage Campaign seeks 
to, "secure a just wage of $14.40 including 
health care, a democratized workplace, and 
institutionalized respect for all college employ- 


ees.’ 


At their latest “Call In" event on Monday, 
April 23, a flyer at an exhibit table set up in 
Evans Dining Hall urged everyone at lunch to 
call or email President Kiss with their support 
of the living wage. According to the 
Campaign, procurement of a living wage on 
campus would be a powerful way to achieve 
the College's mission to engage the intellectual 
and social challenges of the time, and to fulfill 
the commitment to live honorably.

Members of Agnes Scott's class of 2007 look 
forward to an exciting variety of post-gradua- 
tion opportunities. Catherine Neiner, director 
of career planning, and Gail Bell, associate 
director of career planning, have been working 
with seniors as they prepare to accept their 
diplomas on May 12 and transition into life 
after Agnes Scott. 

The following opportunities have been 
reported to Career Planning by graduating 
seniors: volunteer work with the Peace Corps; 
teaching English through the JET program; 
acceptance into law school; graduate studies at 
Duke University, Emory University, the 
University of Michigan, Rice University, the 
Shakespeare Institute at the University of 


_ Birmingham, and the Royal Holloway 


University of London; a publishing internship 
at Soft Skull Press in New York City; positions 
with Teach for America; a fellowship at the 
Congressional Hunger Center in Washington, 
D.C.,; a teaching position at Savannah 
Country Day School; and positions at General 
Mills, Hewitt Associates and Aurora Theatre. 

“Students have been doing very well this 
year," Neiner said. “The class of '07, though, 
has been a bit reserved about celebrating their 
good news. We've had more reports of post- 
graduation offers than bell ringers. It's really 
fun going up to see students ring the bell in 
Main Tower and I encourage more seniors to 
share their news and participate in this excit- 
ing event.” 

Agnes Scott's tradition of bell ringing usually 
begins a week or two before spring break and 
continues until the Friday after graduation. 
Seniors with offers of post-graduation oppor- 
tunities may ring the bell and sign the walls of 
the bell tower. Graduating seniors will also 
have the chance to ring the bell this fall 
should they secure offers for graduate work or 
other opportunities over the summer. 

In addition to graduate work and traditional 
9-to-5 jobs, an opportunity may be found 
right here at Agnes Scott for graduating sen- 
iors. Some seniors have plans to stay at the 
college and take advantage of its fifth-year- 
free program. This program allows students to 
take additional classes in preparation for grad- 
uate work or future career opportunities. 
About 10% of graduating seniors usually par- 
ticipate in fifth-year-free, said Neiner. 

Career Planning will continue to offer its 
services to students over the summer. 
Graduating seniors have full privileges to use 
these services for 2 years after their graduation 
date. In addition, career planning also works 
with alumna on a regular basis. 

"Each woman has her own individual path,” 
said Neiner. “The joy of working with students 
at Agnes Scott has been helping each one dis- 
cover her path.” 

Katie O'Brien '07 will leave Atlanta this fall 
to attend Rice University in Houston where

wages that are simply too little,” 
explained Jillian Wells '10. 

Those who often work the most diffi- 
cult manual labor are also the least paid. 
But if workers must make choices about 
where their limited funds go then so 
does a college. 

"A living wage just needs to be a high- 
er priority,” said Tessa Pendley ‘09 when 
asked whether or not a living wage 
would raise tuition rates or lower faculty 
salaries. “The increase in wages could be 
budgeted from excess expenditures, such 
as holiday decorations.” 

The Call In event was not a new strate- 
gy. Throughout the past two semesters, 
the Living Wage Campaign held “Speak 
Outs,” biweekly movie nights and met 
with other colleges and city chapters of 
the Living Wage. 

One of their most successful teach-ins 
was held with the Agnes Scott Board of 
Trustees on Jan. 25. Participants did = 
role-playing and skits to help the 
trustees better understand what it is like 
to work and live without a living wage. 

"We are building a movement that uni- 


* fies staff and students,” said dr. Tina 


Pippin, chairperson of the religious stud- 
ies department and faculty leader of the 
Living Wage Campaign. “We want a just 
community, and if we can't achieve that 
at a women's college, where can we 
achieve it?” 

While the ASC Campaign devotes 
much of its efforts towards a living wage 
for staff here, they also participate in 
events that advocate for a national living 
wage. Agnes Scott hosted this year's 
United Students Against Sweatshops' 


Southeast Living Wage Conference this’ 
April 13-15, which gained national 
attention. Staff from Agnes Scott also 
testified at Atlanta City Hall about the 
need for a living wage in the city. 

The most significant accomplishment 
of the Living Wage Campaign this year 
was achieved when it secured a part in 
President Kiss’ strategic plan. Last week, 
President Kiss announced that staff of 
the College will make at least $11.40 an 
hour next semester, meaning most 
employees will receive an increase of 
$200-$900 a year. 

“While these are substantial wins, we 
will not become complacent and will 
continue pushing,” said Helen Cox ‘10. 

The challenge for upcoming years will 
be to increase participation on campus, 
and to see that the promises made with- 
in the strategic plan come to fruition. 

Leaders in the campaign have already 
planned major events for next fall. 
Students will display photo stories that 
capture the realities of a day at work for 
staff at Agnes Scott. 

“The photo project will document a 
day in the life of a low-wage worker on 
Agnes Scott's campus,” Cox said. “We 
hope that it will be yet another way for 
staff to get their stories out and empha- 
size the importance of the Living Wage 
Campaign's goals.” 

The photo stories will open on campus 
and in a local gallery. English as a sec- 
ond language classes will also be offered 
to employees next fall.

she will work on obtaining her doctorate 
degree in industrial/organizational psy- 
chology. Of the 12 graduate programs she 
applied to; O'Brien chose Rice because 
she feels its program suits her best. She 
will attend Rice on a fellowship and work 
towards completing her degree in five 
years. 

O'Brien majored in psychology and eco- 
nomics and business as an undergraduate 
at Agnes Scott. She began thinking about 
graduate work as a sophomore and recom- 
mends starting the application process for 
graduate school as early as possible. 

She will concentrate on diversity 
research at Rice. Her first project will 
involve studying how gender relates to 
the turnover rate among female faculty at 
the university. Upon completion of her 
doctorate degree, O'Brien hopes to do 
consulting work for corporations that will 
include improving the workplace environ- 
ment. 

To celebrate her acceptance to Rice, 
O'Brien invited her mom along as she 
rung Agnes Scott's bell and signed her 
name in the bell tower on Feb. 16. 

Like O'Brien, Kelli Harris '07 looks for- 
ward to her post-graduation opportuni- 
ties. She will travel to Tanzania with the 
Peace Corps this June for a 27-month 
assignment. 

Familiar with Thai and Spanish, Harris 
assumed she would be assigned to an 
Asian or South American country, her 
volunteer work with Trees Atlanta, how- 
ever, ultimately persuaded her recruiter to 
recommend Harris for work with the 
forestry extension in Sub-Saharan Africa. 
Her recruiter's recommendation led to her 
current assignment in Tanzania. 

"When I got my assignment, I think the 
only word to describe how I felt was 
‘ecstatic.' | am ready to do this. | don't 
feel completely qualified, but | know I can 


handle it,” Harris said, 

She decided to apply to the Peace Corps 
after considering her feelings about transi- 
tioning directly into graduate school as 
well as the inspirational work of her men- 
tors from childhood. 

"I knew I was burnt out by academia and 
needed to get out and find out more 
about myself. | needed to dabble in the 
world,” said Harris. 

Harris has also rung the bell in Main 
Tower and even signed the wall with a lit- 
tle bit of Kiswahili, the language she will 
continue to learn in Tanzania. 

Harris will undergo nine-hour days of 
training that includes fieldwork, health 
and nutrition instruction, culture and his- 
tory, and Kiswahili lessons. She will also 
stay with a local family just outside of Dar 
es Salaam for about 10 weeks. After this 
introductory period, she will receive her 
location assignment and move to her new 
home for the next two years. The Peace 
Corps will provide Harris with a moun- 
tain bike and an adjustment allowance so 
she may buy furniture and other necessi- 
ties for her home. Because she will be 
working in rural Africa, she will not have 
electricity or running water. 

"While this sounds very rustic,” said 
Harris, “it has given me a chance to look 
into some terribly nifty gadgets. A solar 
powered iPod charger will be my gradua- 
tion present to myself.” 

Despite the challenges she anticipates 
for the next two years, Harris remains 
enthusiastic about her decision. 

"| hope everyone considers the Peace 
Corps for graduation,” said Harris. “Yes, 
it's intense and maybe a little bit scary, 
but I feel that when I come back to the 
U.S., can walk into my grad school 
interviews and say, 'I just spent 27 months 
in Tanzania in a mud hut with no electric- 
ity or running water. Show me something

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5th Earl Market, a 
cheap culinary

One of the newest additions to 
Decatur’s culinary choices, the 5™ 
Earl Market, is located just a 
stone's throw away from the 
Agnes Scott campus (309 E. 
College to be exact), and is a 
welcome addition to the com- 
munity. 

When | mentioned to people that | was 
reviewing 5“) Earl Market for the school newspaper, it 
seemed to already have a fan base (| heard several rave reviews from 
both students and staff). Therefore, | was anticipating a good expe- 
rience as | approached the inauspicious restaurant, tucked between 
a new children’s clothing store and a bar; | was certainly not disap- 
pointed, . 

As | entered the market, | was struck by the homey ambience. The 
cozy brick walls and atmospheric lights were an immediate respite 
from the hot day outside. There was even a wine bar situated in the 
back. The menu reminded me of Panera Bread or Atlanta Bread 
Company. There was a wide variety of cold and hot sandwiches, 
paninis, and salads uniquely named (e.g. "The Blacksmith” or “The 
Windsor’). After being greeted by a friendly server, and perusing 
the menu for a few minutes, I settled on The Moat, a hot sandwich, 
described as a “BBQ beef brisket, smothered in our sweet and 
smoky red BBQ, then topped with... white BBQ sauce, served open 
face on a Pugliese roll,” The sauce was the perfect balance between 
sweet and spicy and the Pugliese roll was crunchy almost to perfec- 
tion. The food | tried was of much better quality than I have had at 
other restaurants of its kind. 

Athough the prices are fairly reasonable, considering the quality 
of the food, the sandwiches are not exactly cheap. The prices range 
from $5.50 to $8.50 (The Moat was $6.25, a fairly average price). 
My only complaint would be that fountain drinks are sold separate- 
ly (at $1.25). | bought chips separately as well. However, the sand- 
wich was so large, it was unnecessary. 

5™ Earl Market is already starting to get a reputation in the Agnes 
Scott community. Even while | was eating there, | noticed another 
Scottie come in. Being so close the campus, it as a very welcome 
addition to the dining choices in the immediate Decatur area, The 
10% discount for Agnes Scott students doesn’t hurt, either, With 
great service, good quality of food, and an abundance of items for 
sale, it will hopefully develop a great constituency among Agnes 
Scott students.

further from interaction with males? 

The brutal killings that took place at 
Virginia Tech have changed everything. 
The rampage began in a residence hall 
and was carried over to a classroom. Is it 
conceivable that Agnes Scott not have an 
honest discussion about males sleeping 
over in our residences? Can we have a 
moment of clarity and honesty and admit 
that there is no procedure in place to do 
something as simple as’screening each 
male visitor, verifying identification and 
address? As things now stand, the safety 
of the ASC community of women is 
entrusted to each woman making wise 


When the 2008 election season official- 
ly started at the end of mid-term elections 
last November, a momentous event 
occurred: a woman became a serious con- 
tender for the presidency. Now as the 
2008 elections continue to draw nearer, 
the likelihood of Senator Hilary Rodham 
Clinton becoming the Democratic Party 
nominee and perhaps the President of the 
United States of America seems more 
possible than ever before. 

While having a female candidate be 
taken somewhat seriously by the media 
and the public seems like a positive 
change for American women overall, the 
media often portrays Clinton as cold, 
uptight and severe, perhaps simply 
because she is a woman with strong opin- 
ions. 

Additionally, the media is not covering 
other women candidates running in main- 
stream parties, such as Elaine Brown or 
Kat Swift, members of the Green Party. 
And as of yet, there are no women who 
are running as members of the Republican 
Party, but party affiliation is not the issue.

decisions about who they bring inside 
our residence halls. How can we not 
talk about this? 

On any given day, there are men on 
our halls about whom we know nothing, 
except possibly a first name written on 
the sign-in sheets. There are currently no 
protocols to screen the men that visit, let 
alone those that spend the night on our 
campus. So let's repeat this truism: we are 
only as safe as our weakest link. Think 
about it; have you known women who 
come back to the dorms drunk or high 
with men that they know nothing about?

Would you feel differently 
about parietals if you knew that several 
times a year you were sleeping in a dorm 
with a felon on the same hall? 

Agnes Scott women are at risk because 
of our visitation policies. This is not 
prudish or panic; it is common sense. All 
of the school shootings in the United 
States were perpetrated by males. In sev- 
eral cases, the attacks were directed at 
previous girlfriends. Male rage is not a 
new phenomenon, but especially in light 


Hilary Rodham Clinton could open 
doors for all women, especially Scotties 


This issues is: why has it taken so long 
for a woman to become a mainstream, 
publicized candidate? 

In the beginning of the last century 
women gained the right to vote, but here 
we are, seven years into a new century--a 
new millennium even--and the United 
States has yet to have a President that is 
not caucasian, Christian or male. 

Other countries have elected women 
leaders, such as the President of Chile, 
Michelle Bachelet, the Chancellor of 
Germany, Angela Merkel and the 
President of Liberia, Ellen Johnson- 
Sirleaf. 

Women politicians are often better at 
seeing all the sides of an issue than men 
because have they long been members of 
an historically oppressed group. Women 
often connect issues that are not usually 
considered interrelated. 

As students at a women’s college, it is 
essential for us to see a woman in such an 
important position of power as president 
of our country. A woman president may 
not seem so unusual to students at Agnes 
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of the Virginia Tech massacre, it is Movcanchiereas 
unquestionable that we need to know 
who is on our campus. While colleges 
around the country revisit security issues, 
would it not be prudent to address the 
one place on our campus where the turn- 
stile is left unguarded and turns freely to 
allow anyone in—as long as a woman 
can say, “man on the hall”? That phrase 
ends up being our biggest illusion about 
safety. Man on the hall? What man? 
Who is he? Where does he live? What is 
his condition as he enters our residence? 

My suggestions are simple. Men who 
enter Agnes Scott residences or spend 
the night should be required to check in 
at Public Safety. Identification should be 
taken and they should be closely moni- 
tored for sobriety and weapons.

The world we speak of when we read 
our slogan, ‘world for women’, does not 
just apply to the Agnes Scott College 
“bubble.” A woman president would fur- 
ther empower all women. And a woman 
president who graduated from a women's 
college, like Clinton did, would further 
empower Agnes Scott students and other 
students of women’s colleges around the 
country. Her success would send the mes- 
sage to women, and all people throughout 
the world, that they truly can be whatev- 
er or whoever they want to be, regardless 
of gender, race, class or religion. 

Our parents never thought they would 
see a Catholic president in their lifetime, 
and we never thought we'd see a woman 
as president in ours. Maybe it's time we 
changed our way of thinking.
